After the city’s Human Rights Commission 
issued a report in April finding Natali en¬ 
gaged in racist business practices, the group 
And Castro For All called for the boycott of 
the bar and have staged weekly pickets out¬ 
side it the last four Saturday nights. 


Lockyer appeals gay marriage cases

A ttorney General Bill Lockyer 
filed notices of appeal Tues¬ 
day, May 31 in four same-sex 
marriage cases in which San 
Francisco Superior Court Judge 
Richard A. Kramer ruled last 
month the state’s ban against gay 
marriage is unconstitutional. 

Also Tuesday, Assemblyman 
Mark Leno (D-San Francisco) saw 
an expected floor vote in the As¬ 
sembly on his gay marriage bill, 

AB19, postponed due to Democ¬ 
ratic leaders unveiling their budget 
plan for fiscal year 2005. In addi¬ 
tion, the San Francisco Chronicle 
became the first major daily paper 
in the state to endorse passage of 
the bill, in an editorial Tuesday 
simply titled “It’s time.” 

“The notion that the sanction¬ 
ing of same-sex marriage some¬ 
how threatens traditional marriage 
is simply absurd. Married hetero¬ 
sexuals have more to worry about 
in the wandering eyes of their fellow hetero¬ 
sexuals than in the determination of gays and 
lesbians to make lifetime commitments to 
each other. If anything, the effort to extend 
the right to marry to all citizens, regardless of

sexual orientation, is an affirmation of the in¬ 
stitution of marriage,” wrote the paper’s edi¬ 
torial board. 

A vote on Leno’s bill, which would change 
the state’s definition of marriage to a union 


One year later: Badlands was packed last Saturday night, even as 
about 100 demonstrators picketed outside. This month marks the one- 
year anniversary of discrimination complaints being lodged against 
bar owner Les Natali. 


Natali, who has denied the charges 
brought against him and is appealing the 
HRC report, has seen his bar’s very name 
transformed from evoking a carefree Western 
mentality to a more sinister overtone. He and 
his staff and loyal customers are trying to 
change the perception of those people who 
now consider the bar to be a place where bad 
things did occur to people of color. 

As accusations about the real motives dri¬ 
ving the issue fly back and forth between the 
two sides, lost so far amid the feuding and 
countercharges is any real discussion about 
ending racism and promoting diversity, is¬ 
sues both sides say they want to promote. The 
pickets for some have only added confusion 
as to who to believe and left many wonder¬ 
ing if the only satisfactory resolution for the 
protesters will be the shuttering of the bar. 

Past demonstrations have included 
chants of “shame on you” as patrons enter 
the bar, provoking some to shout back, using 
racial epithets at the picketers. Others have 
not been as confrontational, lending support 
or showing a willingness to listen. 

“I was shocked to learn about the dis¬ 
crimination and I was appalled to hear it is 
happening in the Castro,” said Kim Lucia, 31, 
an out lesbian from Alameda who decided to 
join the picket line this past weekend. 

In the Bay Area for four years, Lucia said 
she herself never felt discriminated against 
in the Castro for being a woman. She added 
that, “I never went to Badlands. I thought it 
was a boy bar.” 

She said she decided to join in the 
protests because “every gay group is focused 
on issues of gay marriage right now but the 
issue of inclusion is also really important.” 

The impact the pickets are having on 
people like Lucia and the hundreds of people 
who have also come out prove the strategy is 
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between two persons instead of a 
union between a man and a 
woman, is expected Wednesday. 
As the Bay Area Reporter went to 
press Wednesday afternoon, law¬ 
makers had yet to vote on the bill 
and it remained to be seen if Leno 
had garnered the 41 votes he needs 
to ensure passage of the bill out of 
the Assembly. 

Court cases 

No date has been set for when 
the appeals court will hear argu¬ 
ments in the same-sex marriage 
cases, but it is expected the state 
Supreme Court will hear the mat¬ 
ter sometime in 2006. On average, 
it takes about one year for a district 
court of appeal to issue a final rul¬ 
ing from the date on which the no¬ 
tice of appeal has been filed. The 
soonest the court would hear oral 
arguments is sometime this fall. 

Matt Dorsey, spokesman for 
City Attorney Dennis Herrera, said 
on Tuesday that Herrera had no 
comment about the appeals, and 
added that it was an expected development 
in the ongoing legal battle for marriage 
equality.

CA high court hears 
lesbians’ arguments 
in country club case

H case before the California 
Supreme Court could de¬ 
cide whether illegal dis¬ 
crimination is committed when 
businesses make distinctions be¬ 
tween their married and unmar¬ 
ried clientele. 

The case - Koebke v. Bernardo 
Heights Country Club - was heard 
Thursday, May 26 in San Francis¬ 
co, and stems from a lawsuit filed 
in 2001 by Birgit Koebke and 
Kendall French of San Diego. 

Undisputed in the case is that 
the country club refused to treat 
French as Koebke’s spouse when it 
came to accessing the club’s full 
benefits. Under the country club’s 
policy, unmarried members are 
entitled to bring guests to the golf 
course for $40-$75 a game once 
every two months, while married 
members can bring their spouses 
to the golf course without restric¬ 
tion and free of charge. Addition¬ 
ally, only spouses can inherit their 
partners’ financial interest in the 
club. 

At issue is whether a poljcy 
that treats people differently on 
the basis of their marital status is 
allowed under the Unruh Civil 
Rights Act, California’s nondis¬ 
crimination code, which man¬ 
dates that all persons within the 
jurisdiction of the state are “enti¬ 
tled to the full and equal accom¬ 
modations, advantages, privileges, 
or services in all business estab¬ 
lishments of every kind whatsoev¬ 
er.” 

The Unruh Act has been used 
successfully to prohibit sexual ori¬ 
entation and sex discrimination. 
Thus, according to Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund, 
which is representing the couple 
in the case, much of the debate fo¬ 
cuses on whether businesses may 
exclude all unmarried persons 
from their services at a time when 
California does not extend mar¬ 
riage rights to same-sex couples. 


In taking the case, the court 
said it would consider whether all 
marital status discrimination was 
illegal, regardless of whether it 
pertained to gay or straight cou¬ 
ples. Yet the court spent much of 
last week’s hearing asking both 
sides about the statewide domestic 
partner laws - which this year 
began offering many of the same 
rights and protections to LGBT 
couples that are afforded to spous¬ 
es - indicating that the judges 
might be more likely to equate gay 
partnerships with marriage than 
they are to rule on the marital sta¬ 
tus issue. 

Both Jon Davidson of Lambda 
Legal, and Jeremy Rosen, who is 
representing the country club, 
emphasized that the case is not 
dependent on whether domestic 
partners are equal to spouses, but 
rather, whether marital status dis¬ 
crimination in business is illegal, 
and whether sexual orientation 
and sex discrimination occurs as a 
result of limiting services to mar¬ 
ried couples. 

“We are not resting on any of 
the domestic partnership laws,” 
Davidson told the court, asking 
the justices to instead consider 


legislative amendments and previ¬ 
ous court decisions that in his 
view prohibited marital status dis¬ 
crimination under the Unruh Act. 
Davidson also argued that sex and 
sexual orientation discrimination 
occurs whenever businesses use 
selective policies that by default 
exclude this entire class of people. 

Rosen argued that the Unruh 
Act “requires intentional discrim¬ 
ination,” adding that the statewide 
domestic partner registry that 
provides businesses with a way to 
distinguish between couples and 
friends “was not around” in 1987, 
the year that the club’s policy took 
effect. 

A ruling from the court is ex¬ 
pected within 90 days. Interest¬ 
ingly, a ruling in the couple’s favor, 
depending on what issues the 
court chooses to address, could 
work against the legal case for 
same-sex marriage in California, 
Davidson told reporters. If the 
court finds illegal discrimination 
occurred against the couple, such 
a ruling could help to support At¬ 
torney General Bill Lockyer’s ar¬ 
gument against gay marriage that 
the state already grants equal 
rights to domestic partners. ▼ 
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Rice addresses gay 
rights in SF visit

n a speech at Davies Sympho- 
ny Hall, Secretary of State 
S Condoleezza Rice defended 
the Bush administration’s polices 
in the Middle East and pushed for 
the nomination of John Bolton as 
the United States ambassador to 
the United Nations. 

Speaking before a meeting of 
the Commonwealth Club Friday 
May 27, Rice also urged Congress 
to pass a stalled free trade agree¬ 
ment with Latin America, and in 
response to a question, urged 
countries to uphold the civil 
rights of their gay citizens. 

Rice’s visit was met with anti¬ 
war demonstrators outside on the 
street and her prepared remarks 
were interrupted by three protest¬ 
ers in the audience who stood on 
their seats dressed in black capes 
and hoods, mirroring the photos 
of abused and tortured Iraqis at 
Abu Ghraib prison. 

As police arrested the protest¬ 
ers, who chanted “Stop the killing, 
stop the suicide, USA out of Iraq,” 
Rice responded by saying “Ladies 
and gentlemen, ladies and gentle¬ 
men, it is a wonderful thing that 
people can speak their minds. And 
it is a good thing that they can 
now do so in Baghdad.” 

Audience members applauded 
her remarks with a standing ova¬ 
tion. 

Her overall message in the 
speech was one of defending the 
Bush administration’s policies in 
the Middle East as well as the wars 
in Afghanistan and Iraq. 

“For 60 years that we have had 
a policy of essentially ignoring the 
‘freedom deficit’ in the Middle 
East and in the broader Middle 
East was giving us neither stability 
nor democracy. And so from our 
point of view, there isn’t a conflict 
between national security and the 
promotion of democracy; they are 
one and the same,” she said. 

When asked about Senate op¬ 
position to Bolton’s confirmation, 
Rice responded that he is the right

person to bring much needed re¬ 
form to the U.N. 

“John Bolton has been critical, 
at times, of the United Nations, 
but frankly, it’s not hard to be crit¬ 
ical at times of some of the things 
that have gone on in the United 
Nations. In fact, friends are the 
ones who are most critical when 
things are not going well,” said 
Rice. “And so John Bolton would 
go to the United Nations with a 
mandate to strengthen it, to 
strengthen America’s cooperation 
in it and he is someone who is 
well-positioned to do that.” 

Gloria Duffy, president and 
CEO of the Commonwealth Club, 
who moderated the question and 
answer portion of Rice’s talk, 
asked the secretary a question 
submitted by the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter on what she is doing to en¬ 
sure that countries like China and 
Egypt uphold the civil rights of its 
gay citizens. 

Rice said for any country to be 
considered a democracy, it must 
be a society in which all people are 
included, including its LGBT 
members. 

“Well, obviously, from our 
point of view, a democratic and 
tolerant society is exactly that,” 
said Rice. “It does not matter what 
race, what gender, it does not mat¬ 
ter what sexual orientation - all 


that matters is that you are a citi¬ 
zen of that country. And indeed, 
we note that in countries that are 
democratic, in countries where 
there can be pressure on govern¬ 
ment, in countries where there can 
be checks and balances on govern¬ 
ment, then the rights and - the 
rights of the most vulnerable in 
society tend to be more protected.” 

Rice added that whenever she 
has discussions with these coun¬ 
tries, she does talk about human 
rights, pointing to her depart¬ 
ment’s human rights report it is¬ 
sues every year. 

She noted that the report “talks 
about the human rights condi¬ 
tions in each country and so - 
very much in line with the notion 
that every citizen needs to be rep¬ 
resented and rights protected. We 
believe that this is the way to han¬ 
dle this situation.” 

While Rice may be pushing 
other countries on upholding gay 
rights, at home the Bush adminis¬ 
tration continues to push antigay 
policies such as a constitutional 
amendment banning gay mar¬ 
riage, appointing antigay judges to 
the federal courts, and attacking 
workplace protections for federal 
gay employees. 

Rosalyne Montgomery, execu¬ 
tive director of Transgenders 
United for Equality, joined the 
protests outside Rice’s speech be¬ 
cause “of the way [Bush’s] people 
try to take away the rights of the 
community. They are trying to 
keep people like me from finding 
the person I want to love. They 
have no right to do that.” 

Writing in his blog, gay activist 
Michael Petrelis noted that the re¬ 
sponse from Rice on gay rights 
embodied both good and bad 
things. 

“First, on the positive side, I 
am amazed any member of Presi¬ 
dent Bush’s cabinet endorses tol¬ 
erant societies that include demo¬ 
cratic ideals that extend to all peo¬ 
ple, regardless of sexual orienta¬ 
tion,” wrote Petrelis. “However, 
Rice’s words are mere crumbs 
tossed at a local audience.” ▼ 


49ers fumble with training tape

T he National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights is drafting a let¬ 
ter to the San Francisco 
49ers front office condemning a 
49ers diversity training video that 
included lesbian pornography in 
a spoof about gay marriage. 

“It’s pretty amazing,” said 
NCLR’s Helen Carroll who estab¬ 
lished the Homophobia in Sport 
Project. “It shows a bigger picture 
of a problem in the entire NFL.” 

Carroll said her letter will in¬ 
clude a number of suggestions for 
the how the 49ers should address 
the controversy. Among those 
suggestions, Carroll said it is im¬ 
portant for the team to clearly and 
unambiguously state that the 
video was a mistake. 

“Humor is an important part 
of getting people to tune in,” Car- 
roll said, “but this is over the edge 
and inappropriate.” 

The 15-minute video, posted 
on the San Francisco Chronicle’s 
SFGate.com Web site, was shown 
to players by now ex-49ers public 
relations director Kirk Reynolds.

The apparent intention of the tape 
was to show players how to deal 
with the media in a city as diverse 
as San Francisco. In the video, 
Reynolds impersonates Mayor 
Gavin Newsom as he officiates a 
topless lesbian wedding in the 
Mitchell Brothers’ O’Farrell The¬ 
ater. The women grope each other 
on the floor. 

The video was shown to play¬ 
ers last year as a follow-up to a di¬ 
versity workshop organized by 
Reynolds in the wake of a 2002 


antigay comment made by run¬ 
ning back Garrison Hearst, ac¬ 
cording to the Chronicle. The 
paper broke the story on Wednes¬ 
day, June 1, after being sent the 
video anonymously. 

The 49ers lawyer, Ed Goines, 
did not return the Bay Area Re¬ 
porters call by press time, but he 
told the Chronicle that he found 
the tape “completely inappropri¬ 
ate.” 

Newsom quickly spoke out 
against the tape, telling reporters 
on Wednesday that it was offen¬ 
sive to gays, lesbians, women, and 
the Chinese community. The tape 
includes 49ers trainer George 
Chung with buck teeth and speak¬ 
ing in a stereotypical Chinese ac¬ 
cent. 

The tape quickly became fod¬ 
der for talk radio, with some sug¬ 
gesting the negative reaction was 
overblown. 

LGBT Community Center Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Thom Lynch, 
however, said the tape was “outra¬ 
geous”'and said a “top to bottom 
examination of the organization” 
is necessary. V

^ youth, the Lavender Youth 
Recreation and Information Cen¬ 
ter has come of age in the Castro 
and invites the community to help 
mark the occasion. 

LYRIC’s annual “Champions 
Awards” fundraising party and 
alumni reunion honors its civil 
rights allies and advocates Thurs¬ 
day, June 9 at its event in San 
Francisco. 

“We have found, in 16 or 17 
years, so many people in positions 
of leadership running organiza¬ 
tions and community activists 
came through LYRIC,” said Gayle 
Roberts, who manages grants and 
publicity for the organization. 

“Champions is our opportuni¬ 
ty to honor LGBTIQ youth lead¬ 
ers and allies who dare to make a 
difference in the face of homo¬ 
phobia and bigotry,” said LYRIC 
Executive Director Kar Yin Tham, 
who steps down July 8 after sever¬ 
al years at the helm. 

In 1988, city native and current 
Oakland-based installation artist 
Donna Ozawa and then-college . 
recreation management major 
Beth Kivel initiated peer-led rap 
groups in a room rented from 
Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco. Now a 
paid staff and small army of youth 
volunteers provides academic tu¬ 
toring, career training, a health 
clinic, and arts and media pro¬ 
grams at the agency’s own offices 
at 127 Collingwood Street in the 
Castro. 

Honored at next week’s event 
is Alexander L. Lee, University of 
California, Berkeley law school 
graduate who founded the TGI 
Justice Project to end human 
rights abuses and advocate alter¬ 
natives to incarceration for main¬ 
ly low-income transgender, gen¬ 
der variant, and intersex people of 
color in California’s prisons and 
jails. • 

Currently the project is edu¬ 
cating and building public sup¬ 
port to end sexual and other abus¬ 
es against female to male prison¬ 
ers, who are mostly pre-operative 


and housed primarily in men’s 
prisons. 

“Some of them have been on 
hormones for decades. It’s all 
done by genitalia,” said Lee, refer¬ 
ring to how inmates are housed in 
correctional facilities. 

A 1997 public health study 
found 65 percent of trans women 
have spent time incarcerated. 

Lee said that job discrimina¬ 
tion, school bullying, and family 
abandonment, along with mar¬ 
ginal housing, poverty, and racism 
leads transgenders to resort to sex 
work and drug use to survive. 

“Being a target and facing dis¬ 
crimination, they commit survival 
crimes,” said Lee, 27, who is trans¬ 
gender. 

The TGI Justice Project shares • 
Oakland office space with its fiscal 
sponsor, the prisoner’s rights or¬ 
ganization Justice Now. Its six- 
member volunteer board of direc¬ 
tors is comprised completely of 
transgender and intersex prison¬ 
ers and former prisoners. 

A Champion award also will be 
presented to the Gay, Lesbian and 
Straight Education Network of 
San Francisco-East Bay, one of the 
national organization’s largest 


chapters, which brings a grass¬ 
roots approach to making schools 
safe for LGBTIQ youth. 

GLSEN packages staff training 
and peer education materials to¬ 
gether, working within school dis¬ 
tricts to proactively empower ed¬ 
ucators, administrators, and 
school boards to build a strong 
and sustained local relationship 
within schools. The local chapter 
has reached 4,000 Bay Area young 
people in the past two years. 

Many educators still fear par¬ 
ents who might resist discussions 
on homosexuality, “confusing is¬ 
sues of behavior and identity and 
freaking out,” said GLSEN’s Julie 
Lienert. “Teachers and adminis¬ 
trators don’t feel supported by the 
administration if they say any¬ 
thing about LGBT issues. Several 
parent groups are opposed to. 
AB537 [a safe-schools law] and 
any kind of discussion.” 

Gay educators, only a few of 
whom are out to their students, 
are unsure how to respond to 
name-calling, Lienert said. 

“Even in the Bay Area, sadly, 
there is still a certain cultural ac¬ 
ceptance, saying that’s okay. It’s so

he San Francisco 49ers learned ab- 
^ solutely nothing from Garrison (“Ho- 
1 mophobe”) Hearst’s infamous antigay 
slur a few years ago. The former 49ers run¬ 
ning back in the fall of 2002 told a colum¬ 
nist, “Aww, hell no! I don’t want any faggots 
on my team.” He later apologized and the 
team’s owners, John and Denise DeBartolo 
York, did some damage control by visiting 
bars in the Castro and assuring folks that 
they would take steps to address the situa¬ 
tion by requiring diversity training for the 
team as part of its off-season preparations. 

Now comes word about what this so- 
called training entailed. The San Francisco 
Chronicle reported Wednesday that a 15- 
minute video was made, ostensibly to teach 
players how to deal with the city’s “diverse” 
populations and the media. And what a les¬ 
son it is. From degrading stereotypes of 
Asian Americans to girl-on-girl sex action to 
mocking the gay weddings that took place in 
the city last year, the tape is now causing one 
major headache in the 49ers’ front office. 
Even Mayor Gavin Newsom wasn’t spared. 
His staff gave permission to the organization 
to use his office as a backdrop, with now ex- 
PR man Kirk Reynolds filling the role as 
“mayor,” on the understanding that it was 
for a training film. When the Chronicle 
showed the tape to the mayor, he couldn’t 
even finish watching it. “OK - that’s 
enough,” he reportedly said after watching a 
lesbian wedding scene filmed at the Mitchell 
Brothers’ O’Farrell Theater that was officiat¬ 
ed by “Mayor” Reynolds. “I know the courts 
say we can’t do this,” Reynolds says in the 
film, “but like my predecessor, we make our 
own rules here in San Francisco.” 

Team lawyer Ed Goines denounced the 
video, telling the Chronicle that it “is absolute¬ 
ly contradictory to the ideals and values of the 
San Francisco 49ers.” That’s a start, but there 
are other issues that need to be addressed. 

With the rampant homophobia present in 
professional sports, some real diversity train¬ 
ing is in order - and it should start at the top 


of the 49ers’ organization. We know many of 
the players probably got a kick out of the 49ers 
video, and that’s a big part of what’s wrong 
with the National Football League (and other 
sports organizations) today. There’s a 
lax attitude that’s pervasive in sports 
across the country. It gives lip ser¬ 
vice to diversity and winks at sex¬ 
ism and homophobic attitudes. In 
the Hearst case, the requisite apolo¬ 
gy was made, but it was just window 
dressing - nothing changed, as evidenced 
by this videotape. 

Gay players only come out 
after retirement - if at all - and 
the few who have taken that 
brave step have made it abun¬ 
dantly clear that the prevailing climate in the 
locker room is not conducive to being open 
about one’s sexual orientation. There are 


gays in professional sports, and they deserve 
the same respect as their heterosexual coun¬ 
terparts. They don’t deserve to be subjected 
to watching a lame video that pushes stereo¬ 
types, and the other players don’t either. 

The irony in all of this is that the 
video, which was shown to players last 
year, was part of the 49ers’ official re¬ 
sponse to the fallout from the Hearst 
controversy. The reality is that the team 
needs to start from scratch in its efforts 
to promote diversity and tolerance. 
i After the team’s dismal 2-14 season 
last year, new coach Mike 
Nolan has his work cut out for 
him on the football field; and, 
while the tape was made and 
shown to players before he took over the * 
team, Nolan can’t fumble and must make 
clear he won’t stand for this garbage. T 




Past meets present at Badlands

T rends in music, clothing, and attitudes 
seem to die only to return as retro- 
chic. We welcome the return of some 
things, as they give us the opportunity to 
improve. Others shock us, exemplifying re¬ 
active and retrograde thinking. On April 26, 
the San Francisco Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion issued its findings, reviewed and ap¬ 
proved by the city attorney’s office that SF 
Badlands had discriminated on the basis of 
race in employment and public accommo¬ 
dation. What is more appalling is that Les 
Natali has chosen to wage war by hiding be¬ 
hind a legal argument that was exposed as 
racially-motivated and summarily dis¬ 
missed by the U.S. Supreme Court more 
than 40 years ago in the midst of another, 
much larger, civil rights investigation. But 
even with the resurrection of this sinister 
tactic, there is an equally available opportu¬ 
nity to use bad precedent to move further 
forward toward greater social progress. 

Mr. Natali objects to the HRC’s investi¬ 
gatory process because he allegedly did not 
receive constitutional due process protec¬ 
tions. This is ridiculous. In 1960, Louisiana 
segregationists used a similar argument that 
Mr. Natali now advances today. At that time, 
segregationists hoped to forestall the Feder¬ 
al Civil Rights Commission from investi¬ 
gating allegations that black voters were 
being deprived of their constitutional right 
to vote in Louisiana on account of their 
race. So, they - like Mr. Natali 40 years later 
- argued that they had the right to confront 
witnesses against them during the investi¬ 
gation. 

The United States Supreme Court, in the 
case of Hannah v. Larche, held that fact¬ 
finding investigations require the opportu¬ 
nity to respond to allegations and be heard. 
Yet as importantly, the court ruled there is 
no right to apprisal, confrontation, and 
cross-examination because these adminis¬ 
trative bodies are acting as independent 


fact-finders regarding racism claims. It is 
absurd that now, more than 40 years later, 
the same objections would resurface in a 
cynical ploy to try and render void the fac¬ 
tual findings of the HRC and4o hinder its 
ability more generally to investigate local 
charges of discrimination. 

The bottom line is that the HRC’s role is 
to investigate. It does not issue orders, in¬ 
dict, or punish. The HRC does not hold tri¬ 
als, but can form the basis for action by 
other administrative entities. In accor¬ 
dance with due process rights, the HRC 
gave Mr. Natali more than a fair op¬ 
portunity to be heard and respond. 

After which, the facts demonstrat¬ 
ed that SF Badlands has a long¬ 
standing practice of discriminating 
against African American patrons 
and applicants for employment. 

It is not the function 
of the HRC to levy a pun¬ 
ishment against Mr. Na¬ 
tali or SF Badlands. The 
duty to issue just penalties belongs t© regu¬ 
latory agencies, such as the California De¬ 
partment of Alcohol and Beverage Control 
and the San Francisco Entertainment Com¬ 
mission. As the San Francisco Administra¬ 
tive Code authorizes, the HRC was correct 
in furnishing its findings to other public 
agencies, such as the ABC and the EC, to 
further the objective of eliminating preju¬ 
dice and discrimination. 

The ABC and the EC have a responsibil¬ 
ity to do what the HRC cannot do, which is 
to impose legal sanctions in accordance 
with their own policies and guidelines. The 
ABC’s penalty guidelines (available at 
www.abc.ca.gov), for instance, maintain 
that a crime of moral turpitude (meaning a 
depraved or inherent act of baseness, which 
would include racial discrimination) calls 
for revocation of a liquor license. In the 
1950s, the ABC used moral turpitude viola¬ 
tions as a means to arbitrarily harass, sus¬ 
pend, and shut down gay bars. We’ve come 
full circle, as laws that were once used to be¬ 


rate LGBT persons now must ameliorate 
their past by ridding us of damaging social 
animus. 

Acts that interfere with the free exercise 
of a person’s rights or privileges under state 
or federal law are crimes under California 
Penal Code. As racial discrimination vio¬ 
lates rights under the Fair Employment and 
Housing and public accommodations laws, 
the findings of the HRC, in the hands of 
regulatory authorities, must lead to a 
process that can and should result in penal¬ 
ties of revocation of licensure or worse. 
Make no mistake about it: Racial discrimi¬ 
nation to the degree found by the HRC 
against Mr. Natali and SF Bad- 
lands is not just a civil wrong, 
but in the hands of the local and 
state regulators, rises to the level 
of a crime. 

The situation we face 
today, as a community, 
is filled with ironies: 
First, that Mr. Natali 
would dare to revive the segregationist ar¬ 
gument used to oppress the rights of black 
people, more than 40 years later; and sec¬ 
ond, that laws which once harmed LGBT 
persons now, finally, will benefit our com¬ 
munity by protecting some of our most 
vulnerable members. It is indeed an of¬ 
fensive notion that someone would be de¬ 
prived of their due process right, but do 
not be fooled. This is not the case in the 
matter at hand. We as a community must 
recognize the lessons of the past in this 
present situation. Simply put, we must re¬ 
ject that which would pull us back to an 
unconscionable era and strongly advocate 
for revocations that would propel us to¬ 
ward the elimination of discrimination 
and toward a more fair, just, and inclusive 
society. ▼

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Get a grip 

As a gay non-union employee of one of the hotels 
involved in the union nightmare, I think GLAAD and 
other groups voicing concern over workers rights 
need to get a grip of the real issue [“GLAAD moves 
awards,” May 26]. 

The boycott is not over health care, it is over the 
ability to organize workers in other hotels without a 
government-supervised secret ballot election, that in 
my mind takes away from workers’ rights to decide - 
you must become a union member, no choice for the 
workers. The only thing that is good for is the union 
- more union dues. Where else can you work only 32 
hours a month, yes a month, and get full benefits? 
Non-union members need to work a minimum of 32 
hours a week to get benefits. Where else can you have 
a $10 co-pay at an emergency room? No wonder the 
employer pays approximately $800 per month per 
qualified employee. 

The hotels have offered a contract that will provide 
full healthcare plan benefits for which employees 
would qualify by working only 45 hours per month, 
and have committed to covering the annual health¬ 
care plan cost increases that the union estimated were 
needed to keep monthly contributions at the current 
low level. In addition, the hotels agreed to double to 
$4,000 the annual cap allowance on prescription 
drugs, proposed to continue funding pen¬ 
sion benefits, and to continue to help pay 
for child and elder care. 

This is not about workers’ rights, the 
union does not care a damn about their 
members, apart from collection union 
dues, and this is all about a process 
called card-check neutrality - increas¬ 
ing their membership without the 
workers being able to vote on the issue 
and dragging their membership into other battles in 
2006

Because before the neigh¬ 
borhood believes in itself again, no patron will ever 
believe in the merchants’ status, be that a mom and 
pop store or a corporate entity. And that very “self” 
belief is something a merchant so desperately needs 
to prosper and pay attention to in order to be prof¬ 
itable. So, to all Castro merchants - take back your 
street. It needs to be embraced as a piece of history 
that is thriving, not one, that in its current state looks 
to be barely surviving.

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The politics of Pride

;i' ith June 
7^ upon us, it 
m seems 

LGBT Pride is just 
around the corner. 

In many cities, the 
event has trans¬ 
formed from an ac¬ 
tivist march into a 
combination mar¬ 
keting opportunity, 
circuit party, and 
apolitical street fair. I 
can understand the 
maturation of the 
community, but it 
begs the question: 
how much is too 
much? 

Hope for Pride as 
an event that ad¬ 
vances our commu¬ 
nity’s political agen¬ 
da springs eternal. In 
Sao Paolo last Sun¬ 
day, organizers estimate 2 million 
people participated in Pride fes¬ 
tivities; police said 1.8 million. 
What’s the message from Brazil? 
Pedro Almeida, a spokesman, 
said, “[Tjhis shows true support 
for our cause, that of civil unions 
of people of the same sex.” From 
an event started in 1997 with 
2,000 participants, the Sao Paolo 
event Sunday kicked off a cam¬ 
paign to pass civil unions in 
South America’s largest country. 

Los Angele^dfganlzers, on the 
other hand, announced heiress 
Paris Hilton and her 
mother Kathy are that 
city’s Pride Parjdegrand 
marshals.'A guest col¬ 
umn in th tir- ^ vocate 
summed upthe whole 
mess 4 this&^way: 

“[Hilton] is whiny, 
self-indulgent, 
and self-ab- 
sorbed,, and 
her only; claim 

to fame is that she’s a party girl 
who has had great Internet sex. 
Wait, maybe she is the perfect role 
model for gay pride.” 

Now, if you’re concerned that 
grand marshal Paris Hilton and 
an entertainment lineup featuring 
Debbie Gibson and Tiffany 
marginalize the role Pride plays in 
advancing our political agenda, 
don’t fret. L.A. Pride organizers 
feature a letter from another en¬ 
tertainer, Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger on their Web 
site. 

In announcing the Hilton de¬ 
cision, L.A. Pride President Rod¬ 
ney Scott claims Hilton and her 
mom “know what it’s like to be 
different, or what it’s like when 
people don’t understand who 
they are.” The only thing I have a 
hard time understanding is exact¬ 
ly when Hilton starting eating at 
Carl’s Jr. With 1,030 calories and 
enough cholesterol to keep car¬ 
diac surgeons in business for 
decades, the burger Hilton is 
pushing in a new sexy TV com¬ 
mercial clearly can’t be something 
she eats regularly. 

If you thought Carl’s Jr. was 
some liberal corporation, though, 
you’d be wrong. Carl’s Jr. owner, 
Carl Kancher, is a devout 
Catholic who used to lead board 
meetings in prayer and regularly 
contributes to conservative caus¬ 
es.

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Straight down the aisle

^ n a few days, my partner, 

; Katie, and I will be driving al¬ 
most 1,000 miles roundtrip to 
attend a niece’s wedding; two 
months later, we’ll make the same 
trip for a second niece’s nuptials. 
I wish I could feel excited about 
these occasions, but the politically 
minded lesbian in me simply 
can’t. Oh, I love wedding cake as 
much as the next person, and I’m 
happy for the young couples. But 
it would be nice to hear one or 
both of our nieces say, “Until my 
lesbian aunts have the right to get 
legally married in this country, I 
won’t be walking down the aisle 
either.” 

Obviously, that’s a fantasy, the 
kind of heart-wrenching pro¬ 
nouncement that only gets made 
on Queer as Folk by over-the- 
top PFLAG mom Debbie 
Novotny. In real life, few 
straight people would ever 
consider such a bold move. 
Indeed, few people, straight 
or gay, ever put their own 
rights and happiness 
on hold to make po¬ 
litical points about the 
discrimination 
of others. I se¬ 
riously doubt, 
for example, 
that many white Freedom Riders 
postponed getting married back 
in the days when interracial cou¬ 
ples couldn’t legally do so. 

Of course, even my wishing 
that our nieces would take such a 
pro-gay stand could be construed 
as selfish and “too much to ask.” 
Gay people are expected to attend 
straight weddings with enthusi¬ 
asm, outstretched checkbooks, 
and no qualms. But couldn’t it be 
seen as selfish of straight people 
who support equal marriage 
rights to continue getting married 
while their gay friends and family 
are forbidden to by law - except in 
one tiny state? 

Maybe wanting straight people 
to stand up for us is a lot to ask. 
But more and more, it seems clear 
that queer activism alone on is¬ 
sues like marriage can only take us 
so far. If a recent poll from the 



s 
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Boston Globe is accurate, the num¬ 
ber of Americans who are unde¬ 
cided or neutral about gay mar¬ 
riage is decreasing - but, unfortu¬ 
nately, they’re deciding to fall into 
the “defend traditional marriage” 
column instead of the “equal 
rights for all” one. The rad¬ 
ical right has seemingly 
been doing a good job of 
scaring folks about our 
unions’ supposed threat to 
heterosexual society. 

How, then, to get 
more progressive-mind¬ 
ed straight people actively 
involved on 
the issue of 


_ marriage 

rights? One 
way, of course, is to attend all those 
straight family and friends’ wed¬ 
dings - instead of, as gay activist 
Eric Rofes suggested in frustration 
a few years back, boycotting them. 
Our presence at these events is 
probably more necessary than ever 
- the face of same-sex relation¬ 
ships is an important one for 
straight people to see. On the 
other hand, our absence from such 
events might be seen as hurtful or, 
well, selfish - or dismissed as inap¬ 
propriately political. 

By attending, we might even 
insert a bit of politics into these 
supposedly nonpolitical events. (I 
say “supposedly” because the right 
has made heterosexual marriage a 
highly political issue.) For our up¬ 
coming family weddings, Katie 
and I will be traveling to Con¬ 
necticut, a state that just recently 
passed civil unions legislation in 


lieu of marriage, and the opportu¬ 
nity might arise to broach the 
topic with other family members 
and guests. Similarly, if you attend 
a wedding in a state with antigay- 
marriage legislation, that would 
be another good topic for wed¬ 
ding reception discussion. 

Or consider including with 
your wedding gift a contribution 
to an organization like Freedom 
to Marry (www.freedomtomar- 
ry.org); enclose in your card a 
note about your reason for mak¬ 
ing the donation. If your relatives 
or friends are avid readers, a Copy 
of Evan Wolfson’s accessible and 
well-argued Why Marriage Mat¬ 
ters: America, Equality, and Gay 
People's Right to Marry would slip 
very nicely into the box with their 
blender or vase. There’s also a re¬ 
port from the Human Rights 
Campaign called “To Have and To 
Hold? Maybe Not,” which collects 
the true stories of same-sex cou¬ 
ples who have been denied the 
protections of marriage. (You can 
download it at www.hrc.org.) 

With close friends or family 
members, you might go a step fur¬ 
ther and admit that attending a 
straight wedding at this moment in 
time - when antigay-marriage sen¬ 
timent runs so high - is difficult or 
painful for you. Even though it’s 
unlikely they’ll call off their own 
wedding, the couple just might opt 
to make a public statement in favor 
of equal-marriage rights at their 
ceremony or reception. 

All of these suggestions up the 
ante on our personal activism. It’s 
one thing to attend a marriage 
rights rally or fundraiser; it’s quite 
another to ask our loved ones to 
face the reality of our discrimina¬ 
tion on a day that’s supposed to be 
the pinnacle of heterosexual hap¬ 
piness. Yet, without more active 
support from straight people, 
we’re going to hit an impasse on 
marriage rights - if we haven’t al¬ 
ready. ▼

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How queer was 
Abraham Lincoln?

A braham Lincoln, one of the 
most admired presidents of 
all time, was in many ways 
an enigma. To this day, the nature 
of his relationships and sexuality 
remain the subject of debate by 
scholars and gay activists. 

Lincoln was born February 
12, 1809, in a log cabin on 
the Kentucky frontier. 

With less than a year of 
formal schooling, he 
taught himself law and be¬ 
came partner in a legal prac¬ 
tice in 1837. He served four 
terms in the Illinois 
state Legislature and 
one in the U.S. Con¬ 
gress before being 
elected president in 1860. Al¬ 
though known for freeing slaves 
in the rebel southern states, Lin¬ 
coln was neither an abolitionist 
nor a proponent of racial equality. 
Shortly after his second inaugura¬ 
tion and days after the Civil War 
ended in April 1865, Lincoln was 
assassinated, and he never saw the 
nation reunited. 

Lincoln’s circumspection 
about his private life has engen¬ 
dered much speculation over the 
years. Based on the accounts of 
several townspeople, his one-time 
law partner and first biographer, 
William Herndon, wrote that in 
his early 20s Lincoln fell in love 
with an innkeeper’s daughter, Ann 


Rutledge, and was distraught 
when she died in 1835; other 
scholars contend this relationship 
is a myth. A few years later, Lin¬ 
coln dutifully proposed marriage 
to a friend’s sister, Mary Owens. 
Much to his relief, she turned him 
down, saying he was “deficient in 
those little links which make up 
the chain of a woman’s happi¬ 
ness.” 

Upon moving to Spring- 
field, Illinois, as a destitute 
new lawyer in 1837, Lincoln 
shared a room - and a bed 
- for four years with his 
“most intimate friend,” 
Joshua Speed. When Speed 
moved away to 
marry, Lincoln fell 
into a deep depres¬ 
sion. “I am now the 
most miserable man living,” he 
lamented. In 1842, after a long on- 
and-off courtship, Lincoln mar¬ 
ried Mary Todd, the daughter of a 
prominent Kentucky business¬ 
man. The couple had four sons, 
three of whom died in childhood. 
Some historians believe they were 
happy together, but others con¬ 
tend she was shrewish and men¬ 
tally unstable and he was melan¬ 
choly and remote. 

Carl Sandburg, who penned a 
multi-volume Lincoln biography 
in the 1920s, quipped that Lincoln 
and Speed’s relationship had “a 
streak of lavender and spots soft as 
May violets.” In addition, several 
gay authors - including Jim Kepn-

er of the ONE Institute, historians 
Charley Shively and Jonathan Ned 
Katz, novelist Gore Vidal, and ac¬ 
tivist/playwright Larry Kramer - 
have suggested that Lincoln was 
homosexual or bisexual. 

The controversy erupted anew 
with the 2004 publication of The 
Intimate World of Abraham Lin¬ 
coln by C.A. Tripp, a psychologist 
who once worked with Alfred 
Kinsey. Tripp (who died just 
weeks after his manuscript was 
completed) claimed Lincoln was 
“predominantly homosexual,” of¬ 
fering as evidence his purported 
early puberty, his “sex-minded” 
penchant for ribaldry (including a 
poem he wrote in his youth about 
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staff of The San Francisco Columbarium

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Spectrum dinner 
Honors Marin high 
school and others

rom November 2004 
through the spring of 2005, 
when Marin County’s 
Tamalpais High School was the 
target of a series of antigay inci¬ 
dents, the school community re¬ 
sponded by taking several steps to 
ensure students’ safety and pro¬ 
claim that that hatred would not 
be tolerated. 

Incidents at the school includ¬ 
ed vandalism to the vehicle and 
locker of the president of the 
school’s gay-straight alliance, a se¬ 
nior who also said she was pelted 
with eggs outside of her home. 
Openly gay teachers received 
threatening voice mails, and graf¬ 
fiti with phrases like, “Die Fag” 
and “Fag class” were found on 
campus. In response, students or¬ 
ganized a candlelight vigil; a mul¬ 
tiracial assembly addressed the 
need to stand against hatred; and 
the School hung a banner across 
the campus bell tower that read, 
“Acceptance/Compassion/Empa¬ 
thy.” 

Shock and confusion ensued 
when a police investigation re¬ 
vealed in May that the primary 
victim in the case fabricated the 
attacks. Mill Valley police con¬ 
cluded in May that the 17-year- 
old GSA leader who claimed to 
have been assaulted staged the in¬ 


cidents for attention. Police have 
not identified her. 

But the attacks had the same 
effect as all hate crimes do by re¬ 
verberating throughout the com¬ 
munity. Moreover, the revelations 
did not change the school’s re¬ 
sponse to the attacks or compas¬ 
sion for the student involved, and 
school administrators emphasized 
that they would not focus on 
anger, but on the ways in which 
everyone came together to stand 
against hate. 

Acknowledging the school’s 
exemplary actions, Marin Coun¬ 
ty’s LGBT center Spectrum will 
honor Tamalpais High School ad¬ 
ministration, staff, and students at 
its annual “Circle of Friends” cele¬ 
bration on Tuesday, June 7 at 
Giorgio’s restaurant in Greenbrae. 

“It’s only natural to be dis¬ 
tracted by the specifics of a con¬ 
troversy. But in order to move for¬ 
ward toward the goal of equality 
for all, we need to focus on safety, 
justice, education, and under¬ 
standing for our diverse student 
population in Marin,” said Spec¬ 
trum’s Executive Director Paula 
Pilecki. “This is what students, 
teachers, and administrators of 
Tamalpais High School have 
demonstrated consistently 
throughout the past several 
months.”

muting from her Oakland home 
to the Oceanview campus, then to 
work downtown and back to cam¬ 
pus sometimes, where she co-edit- 
ed and contributed to the black 
studies journal. 

“If you don’t know your histo¬ 
ry, you don’t know yourself,” reads 
her online biography. 

Raised in Gardena, in South¬

Reyataz does not cure HIV or help prevent passing HIV to others. 

IMPORTANT SAFETY INFORMATION: 

Do not take Reyataz if you are taking the following medicines: ergot medicines, 
Versed*, Halciorf, Orap®, Propuls'#, Camptosar, Crixivarf, Mevacor®, Zocof, rifampin, 
St. John's wort, AcipHex®, Nexium®, Prevacid®, Prilosec" or Protonix®. Do not use Viagra*, 
Levitra*, Cialis*, or Vfend® while you are taking Reyataz without first speaking with 
your healthcare provider. This list of medicines is not complete. Discuss all 
prescription and non-prescription medicines, vitamin and herbal supplements, 
or other health preparations you are taking or plan to take with your 
healthcare provider. 

Tell your healthcare provider right away if you have any side effects or conditions, 
including the following: 

•A change in the way your heart beats may occur and could be a symptom of a 
heart problem. 

^Diabetes and high blood sugar may occur in patients taking protease inhibitor 
medicines like Reyataz. 

•Yellowing of the skin and/or eyes may occur due to increases in bilirubin levels in 
the blood (bilirubin is made by the liver). 

•Rash (redness and itching) sometimes occurs in patients taking Reyataz, most often 
in the first few weeks after the medicine is started, and usually goes away within two 
weeks with no change in treatment. 

•If you have liver disease, including hepatitis B or C, your liver disease may get 
worse when you take anti-HIV medicines like Reyataz. 

•Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding problems with protease 
inhibitor medicines like Reyataz. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking anti-HIV medicines. 

The cause and long-term effects are not known at this time. 

Common side effects of Reyataz taken with other anti-HIV medicines include: 
nausea, headache, stomach pain, vomiting, diarrhea, depression, fever, dizziness, 
trouble sleeping, numbness, and tingling or burning of hands or feet. 

You should take Reyataz once daily with food (a meal or snack). You should take Reyataz 
and your other anti-HIV medicines exactly as instructed by your healthcare provider.

REYATAZ® (RAY-ah-taz) 

(generic name = atazanavir sulfate) Capsules 

ALERT: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with REYATAZ. 

Read the section “What important information should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?” 
Read the Patient Information that comes with REYATAZ before you start using it and each time you get a refill. 
There may be new information. This leaflet provides a summary about REYATAZ and does not include everything 
there is to know about your medicine. This information does not take the place of talking with your healthcare 
provider about your medical condition or treatment. 

What is REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate)? 

REYATAZ is a prescription medicine used with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people who are infected with 
the human immunodeficiency virus (HIV). HIV is the virus that causes acquired immune deficiency syndrome 
(AIDS). REYATAZ is a type of anti-HIV medicine called a protease inhibitor. HIV infection destroys CD4+ (T) cells, 
which are important to the immune system. The immune system helps fight infection. After a large number of T 
cells are destroyed, AIDS develops. REYATAZ helps to block HIV protease, an enzyme that is needed for die HIV 
virus to multiply. REYATAZ may lower the amount of HIV in your blood, help your body keep its supply of CD4+ 
(T) cells, and reduce the risk of death and illness associated with HIV. 

Does REYATAZ cure HIV or AIDS? 

REYATAZ does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At present there is no cure for HIV infection. People taking 
REYATAZ may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV infection. Opportunistic 
infections are infections that develop because the immune system is weak. Some of these conditions are 
pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. It is very important 
that you see your healthcare provider regularly while taking REYATAZ. 

REYATAZ does not lower your chance of passing HIV to other people through sexual contact, sharing 
needles, or being exposed to your blood. For your health and the health of others, it is important to always 
practice safer sex by using a latex or polyurethane condom or other barrier to lower the chance of sexual 
contact with semen, vaginal secretions, or blood. Never use or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take REYATAZ? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you: 

• are taking certain medicines. (See “What important information should I know about taking REYATAZ with 
other medicines?”) Serious life-threatening side effects or death may happen. Before you take REYATAZ, tell 
your healthcare provider about all medicines you are taking or planning to take. These include other pre¬ 
scription and nonprescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. 

• are allergic to REYATAZ or to any of its ingredients. The active ingredient is atazanavir sulfate. See the end 
of this leaflet for a complete list of ingredients in REYATAZ. Tell your healthcare provider if you think you have 
had an allergic reaction to any of these ingredients. 

What should I tell my healthcare provider before I take REYATAZ? 

Tell your healthcare provider: 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant. It is not known if REYATAZ can harm your unborn 
baby. Pregnant women have experienced serious side effects when taking REYATAZ with other HIV medicines 
called nucleoside analogues. You and your healthcare provider will need to decide if REYATAZ is right for you. 
If you use REYATAZ while you-are pregnant, talk to your healthcare provider about the Antiretroviral Pregnancy 
Registry. 

• If you are breast-feeding. You should not breast-feed if you are HIV-positive because of the chance of pass¬ 
ing HIV to your baby. Also, it is not known if REYATAZ can pass into your breast milk and if it can harm your 
baby. If you are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your healthcare provider about the best way 
to feed your baby. 

• If you have liver problems or are infected with the hepatitis B or C virus. See “What are the possible side 
, effects of REYATAZ?” 

• If you have diabetes. See “What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ?” 

« If you have hemophilia. See “What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ?” 

• About all the medicines you take, including prescription and nonprescription medicines, vitamins, and 
herbal supplements. Keep a list of your medicines with you to show your healthcare provider. For more infor¬ 
mation, see “What important information should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?” and 
“Who should not take REYATAZ?” Some medicines can cause serious side effects if taken with REYATAZ. 

How should I take REYATAZ? 

• Take REYATAZ once every day exactly as instructed by your healthcare provider. Your healthcare 
provider will prescribe the amount of REYATAZ that is right for you. 

• For adults who have never taken anti-HIV medicines before, the usual dose is 400 mg (two 200-mg capsules) 
once daily taken with food. 

• For adults who have taken anti-HIV medicines in the past, the usual dose is 300 mg (two 150-mg capsules) 
plus 100 mg of NORVIR® (ritonavir) once daily taken with food. 

Your dose will depend on your liver function and on the other anti-HIV medicines that you are taking. REYATAZ 
is always used with other anti-HIV medicines. If you are taking REYATAZ with SUSTIVA® (efavirenz) or with 
VIREAD 3 (tenofovir disoproxi! fumarate), you should also be taking NORVIR* (ritonavir). 

• Always take REYATAZ with food (a meal or snack) to help it work better. Swallow the capsules whole. Do not 
open the capsules. Take REYATAZ at the same time each day. 

• If you are taking antacids or VIDEX® (didanosine) Chewabie/Dispersible Buffered Tablets, take REYATAZ 
2 hours before or 1 hour after these medicines. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking REYATAZ without first talking with your healthcare provider. 

It is important to stay under a healthcare provider’s care while taking REYATAZ. 

• When your supply of REYATAZ starts to run low, get more from your healthcare provider or pharmacy. It is 
important not to run out of REYATAZ. The amount of HIV in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. 

• If you miss a dose of REYATAZ, take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose at its 
regular time. If, however, it is within 6 hours of your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait and take 
the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. It is important that you do not miss any doses 
of REYATAZ or your other anti-HIV medicines. 

• If you take more than the prescribed dose of REYATAZ, call your healthcare provider or poison control 
center right away. 

Can children take REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ has not been fully studied in children under 16 years of age. REYATAZ should not be used in babies 
under the age of 3 months. 

What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ? 

The following list of side effects is not complete. Report any new or continuing symptoms to your healthcare 
provider. If you have questions about side effects, ask your healthcare provider. Your healthcare provider may be able 
to help you manage these side effects. 

The following side effects have been reported with REYATAZ: 

• rash (redness and itching) sometimes occurs in patients taking REYATAZ, most often in the first few weeks 
after the medicine is started. Rashes usually go away within 2 weeks with no change in treatment. Tell your 
healthcare provider if rash occurs. 

• yellowing of the skin or eyes. These effects may be due to increases in bilirubin levels in the blood 
(bilirubin is made by the liver). Cal! your healthcare provider if your skin or the white part of your eyes turn 
yellow. Although these effects may not be damaging to your liver, skin, or eyes, it is important to tell your 
healthcare provider promptly if they occur. 

• a change in the way your heart beats (heart rhythm change). Call your healthcare provider right away if 
you get dizzy or lightheaded. These could be symptoms of a heart problem. 

• diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) sometimes happen in patients taking protease inhibitor 
medicines like REYATAZ. Some patients had diabetes before taking protease inhibitors while others did not. 
Some patients may need changes in their diabetes medicine. 

• if you have liver disease including hepatitis B or C, your liver disease may get worse when you take anti- 
HIV medicines like REYATAZ. 

• some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding problems with protease inhibitors like REYATAZ. 


• changes in body fat. These changes may include an increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck 
(“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, and face may also happen. 
The cause and long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

Other common side effects of REYATAZ taken with other anti-HIV medicines include nausea; headache; stomach 
pain; vomiting; diarrhea; depression; fever; dizziness; trouble sleeping; numbness, tingling, or burning of hands 
or feet; and muscle pain. 

What important information should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines*? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you take the following medicines (not all brands may be listed; tell your health¬ 
care provider about ail the medicines you take). REYATAZ may cause serious, life-threatening side 
effects or death when used with these medicines. 

• Ergot medicines: dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine, and methylergonovine such as CAFERGOT*, 
MIGRANAL®, D.H.E. 45®, ergotrate maleate. METHERGINE*, and others (used for migraine headaches). 

• HALCION* (triazolam, used for insomnia). 

• VERSED® (midazolam, used for sedation). 

• ORAP® (pimozide, used for Tourette’s disorder). 

• PROPULSID® (cisapride, used for certain stomach problems). 

Do not take the following medicines with REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate) because of possible serious side effects: 

• CAMPTOSAR® (irinotecan, used for cancer). 

• CRIXIVAN® (indinavir, used for HIV infection). Both REYATAZ and CRIXIVAN sometimes cause increased levels of 
bilirubin in the blood. 

• Cholesterol-lowering medicines MEVACOR* (lovastatin) or ZOCOR® (simvastatin). 

Do not take die following medicines with REYATAZ because they may lower the amount of REYATAZ in your 
blood. This may lead to an increased HIV viral load. Resistance to REYATAZ or cross-resistance to other HIV medicines 
may develop: 

• Rifampin (also known as RIMACTANP, RIFADIN®, RIFATER®, or RIFAMATE*, used for tuberculosis). 

• St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products contain¬ 
ing St. John’s wort. 

• “Proton-pump inhibitors” used for indigestion, heartburn, or ulcers such as AcipHex® (rabeprazole), NEXIUM® 
(esomeprazole), PREVACID® (lansoprazole), PRILOSEC* (omeprazole), or PROTONIX® (pantoprazole). 

Do not take the following medicine if you are taking REYATAZ and NORVIR® together. 

• VFEND® (voriconazole). 

The following medicines may require your healthcare provider to monitor your therapy more closely: 

• CIALIS® (tadalafil), LEViTRA® (vardenafil), or VIAGRA* (sildenafil). REYATAZ may increase the chances of serious 
side effects that can happen with CIALIS, LEVITRA, or VIAGRA, Do not use CIALIS, LEVITRA, or VIAGRA while 
you are taking REYATAZ unless your healthcare provider tells you it is okay. 

• LIPITOR* (atorvastatin)There is an Increased chance of serious side effects If you take REYATAZ with this 
cholesterol-lowering medicine. 

• Medicines for abnormal heart rhythm: CORDARONE® (amiodarone), lidocaine, quinidine (also known as 
CARDIOQUIN®, QUINIDEX®, and others). 

• VASCOR* (bepridil, used for chest pain). 

• COUMADIN* (warfarin). 

• Tricyclic antidepressants such as ELAVIL® (amitriptyline), NORPRAMIN* (desipramine), SINEQUAN® (doxepin), 
SURMONTIL* (trimipramine), TOFRANIL® (imipramine), or VIVACTIL® (protriptyline). 

• Medicines to prevent organ transplant rejection: SANDIMMUNE® or NEORAL® (cyclosporine), RAPAMUNE* 
(sirolimus), or PROGRAF* (tacrolimus). 

The following medicines may require a change in the dose or dose schedule of either REYATAZ or the other 
medicine: 

• FORTOVASE®, INV1RASE® (saquinavir). 

• NORVIR® (ritonavir). 

• SUSTIVA* (efavirenz). 

• VIDEX® (didanosine) or antacids. 

• VIREAD* (tenofovir disoproxil fumarate). 

• MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin). 

• Calcium channel blockers such as CARDIZEM® or TIAZAC® (diltiazem), COVERA-HS® or ISOPTIN SR® 
(verapamil) and others. 

• BIAXIN® (clarithromycin). 

• Medicines for indigestion, heartburn, or ulcers such as AXID* (nizatidine), PEPCID AC® (famotidine), TAGAMET® 
(cimetidine), or ZANTAC® (ranitidine). 

Women who use birth control pills or “the patch” should choose a different kind of contraception. REYATAZ may 
affect the safety and effectiveness of birth control pills or the patch. Talk to your healthcare provider about choosing an 
effective contraceptive. 

Remember: 

1. Know all the medicines you take. 

2. Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines you take. 

3. Do not start a new medicine without talking to your healthcare provider. 

How should I store REYATAZ? 

• Store REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate) Capsules at room temperature, 59° to 86° F (15° to 30° C). Do not store 
this medicine in a damp place such as a bathroom medicine cabinet or near the kitchen sink. 

• Keep your medicine in a tightly closed container. 

• Throw away REYATAZ when it is outdated or no longer needed by flushing it down the toilet or pouring it down 
the sink. 

General information about REYATAZ 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use REYATAZ for another condition. Do not 
give REYATAZ to other people, even if they have the same symptoms you have. It may harm them. Keep 
REYATAZ and ail medicines out of the reach of children and pets. 

This summary does not include everything there is to know about REYATAZ. Medicines are sometimes 
prescribed for conditions that are not mentioned in patient information leaflets. Remember, no written summary 
can replace careful discussion with your healthcare provider. If you would like more information, talk with your 
healthcare provider or you can call 1 -800-426-7644.

Trans-inclusive hate 
crimes legislation 
introduced in House

H ate crimes legislation that 
for the first time includes 
protection for transgenders 
was introduced in the U.S. House 
of Representatives on May 26. The 
measure is known as the Local 
Law Enforcement Hate Crimes 
Prevention Act of 2005 (H.R. 
2662). 

The lead sponsors are Repre¬ 
sentatives John Conyers (D- 
Michigan), Barney Frank (D- 
Massachusetts), Christopher 
Shays (R-Connecticut), and Ileana 
Ros-Lehtinen (R-Florida). A 
handful of Republicans are among 
the 96 sponsors. 

“It is a tragedy and a travesty 
that crimes motivated by hate 
continue to plague our nation,” 
Ros-Lehtinen told the Miami Her¬ 
ald. “It is important that local law 
enforcement agencies, have the 
tools they need from the federal 
government to combat hate 
crimes.” 

The Cuban American repre¬ 
sentative from Miami has become 
an increasingly vocal supporter of 
gay issues. She recently spoke out 
in opposition to the antigay mili¬ 
tary policy known as “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell.” 

“This is an historic moment,” 
said Mara Keisling, executive di¬ 
rector of the National Center for 
Transgender Equality. “It marks 
the first time that members of 
Congress have openly expressed 
the need for explicit federal pro¬ 
tections for transgender people.” 

“Transgender-inclusive hate 
crimes legislation sends a strong 
message that violence based on 
gender identity and expression is 
not acceptable and will not be tol¬ 
erated,” she added. 

“Given the pervasive nature of 
hate violence against transgender 
people, any hate crimes bill that 
fails to specifically include trans¬ 
gender people would be deeply 
flawed, both morally and from a 
law enforcement perspective,” 
Matt Foreman, executive director 
of the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, said. “We hope the 
Senate will now update its bill 
with the new House language so 
that we can support it as well.” 

“Transgender and gay Ameri¬ 
cans deserve the same clear pro¬ 
tections against hate crimes as 
other Americans,” added Human 
Rights Campaign President Joe 
Solmonese in throwing his sup¬ 
port to the bill. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union had declined to endorse 
such legislation in the past be¬ 
cause of fears that it might chill 
constitutionally protected speech. 
However, other changes in draft¬ 
ing the bill have allayed the orga¬ 
nization’s fears and it is endorsing 
H.R. 2662. 

“This carefully crafted measure 
shows that you can prosecute hate 
crimes without attacking freedom 
of expression,” said ACLU lobby¬ 
ist Christopher Anders. 

Anders said the current lan¬ 
guage removes the danger that 



unrelated speech-related evidence 
would be used as a basis for con¬ 
victing a person of a hate crime. It 
also eliminates the risk of prose¬ 
cutors focusing on “guilt by asso¬ 
ciation” with groups whose bigot¬ 
ed views many may find repug¬ 
nant, but which had no role in 
committing the violent act. 

The measure probably would 
pass if put to a vote but opposi¬ 
tion from the conservative Repub¬ 
lican leadership in the House is 
not likely to let that happen dur¬ 
ing this session of Congress. 

A similarly titled and easily 
confused bill, the Hate Crimes 
Prevention Act of 2005 (H.R. 
259), was introduced in January. 
The newer measure introduced 
last week supplants the older 
one. ▼

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GAPA board member resigns over pickets

R ico Peng, an at-large mem¬ 
ber of the Gay Asian Pacific 
Alliance’s board, resigned 
his seat this week due to the 
group’s endorsement of the San 
Francisco Badlands boycott. Peng, 
who has worked at the Castro bar 
as a barback since December, also 
quit the group altogether, and 
after four years, will no longer de¬ 
sign GAPA’s newsletter. 

“I think they want to do it to 
get publicity. I told our co-chair, 
Joe Mendoza, that a lot of Asians 
go there and it will not help GAPA 
get better publicity if we do some¬ 
thing like that,” said Peng, who is 


Chinese American. “I am quitting 
because I don’t believe in what 
they are believing in. I don’t think 
a nonprofit has to be political like 
that to do something I believe in.” 

GAPA’s board voted 6-2 at its 
meeting May 23 to join a long list 
of other gay community groups 
and political organizations en¬ 
dorsing the boycott of the bar. The 
group And Castro For All called 
for the boycott and has been pick¬ 
eting the bar the last four Saturday 
nights after the city’s Human 
Rights Commission found that 
bar owner Les Natali discriminat¬ 
ed against African American pa¬ 
trons and job applicants. Natali 
has denied the charges brought 
against him and is appealing the 
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HRC report. 

Peng said since he has worked 
at the bar he has not seen any dis¬ 
crimination, nor does he fully be¬ 
lieve in the charges brought 
against his employer, noting many 
of his fellow coworkers are people 
of color who have worked at Bad¬ 
lands for several years. 

“Personally, I don’t think it is 
true,” said Peng. “I have never ex¬ 
perienced any kind of discrimina¬ 
tion. We do kick people out some¬ 
times, but only when they are 
drunk.” 

Peng said he took issue with his 
fellow board members for putting 
more trust in the opinions of the 
boycott organizers than his own. 
He also found it hypocritical that 
several board members who voted 
in favor of the boycott hang out at 
Badlands and said they never felt 
discriminated against at the bar. 

“I am in middle of it. They 
don’t trust me as a board mem¬ 
ber,” said Peng. “If we don’t have 
trust relationship with each other 
I don’t think they will accept me.” 

Mendoza, the GAPA co-chair, 
said in an e-mailed statement that 
the group is “saddened” to learn of 
Peng’s decision to leave the board. 

“Rico has done good work as a 
board member, and we wish him 
well in future endeavors,” wrote 
Mendoza. 

As to the board’s endorsement 
of the Badlands boycott, Mendoza 


said the decision was made after 
extensive discussion among board 
members, and was based on the 
finding of the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission on 
the issue. 

“We recognize that there are 
many diverse opinions on the 
issue, but after hearing from many 
of our members, consultations 
with our allies in the community, 
and studying the HRC report, a 
majority of the board decided that 
supporting the boycott was an ap¬ 
propriate course of action,” he 
wrote. 

Vincent Baduel, a past chair of 
GAPA’s political awareness com¬ 
mittee and now an adviser to the 
board, said he understands Peng’s 
position but that the board looked 
at the HRC’ report in determining 
how to vote. 

“I understand his points. This 
is not really a black and white 
issue, pardon the pun, because 
first you have to look at the facts. 
Second, you have to find out the 
best course of action,” said Badu¬ 
el. “The position was made based 
on what we thought would be best 
under the circumstances and the 
information we have. Unfortu¬ 
nately, he joined Badlands in De¬ 
cember so he can probably only 
speak from that time on. People 
interviewed were involved with 
Badlands before that time. We 
gave credence to the report from 


the Human Rights Commission 
and other groups in the coalition.” 

Considering Asian and Pacific 
Islanders gave testimony for the 
HRC report, Baduel said it was 
important that GAPA take a 
stand. 

“While people will not neces¬ 
sarily have the same bad experi¬ 
ences as those other people, that 
doesn’t necessarily mean we 
shouldn’t take action on it,” he 
said. “There are a lot of people in¬ 
volved and in one way the com¬ 
munity can look into itself and 
find solutions to problems that are 
coming up.” 

Peng disagrees with the boy¬ 
cott strategy, saying it does noth¬ 
ing to resolve the situation and 
only harms the employees, in¬ 
cluding those who are people of 
color. 

“What they are doing right now 
is terminating a business, not edu¬ 
cating people about what discrim¬ 
ination is about. If they are going 
to do that they should protest out¬ 
side the Detour and Pendulum,” he 
said. “I don’t think this is the way 
to solve the problem.” 

“I would say everybody should 
come in and have a drink to see 
what it is really about in the bar 
and ask people if they do get dis¬ 
criminated against,” added Peng. 
“All our customers really enjoy 
coming here to Badlands and do 
have a good time.” ▼

Badlands 
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having some success, said sup¬ 
porters of the boycott. 

“I think people are talking 
about it. The point of this is not to 
stop business at Badlands. The 
point is to get people to talk about 
it,” said Luke Klipp, who also 
joined the picket line for the first 
time this weekend. 

“A handful of people have now 
pushed a lot of buttons for people 
both negatively and positively. It 
shows you can create change. In 
that way it is really exciting,” 
added Kyriell Noon, 33, a black 
man and Noe Valley resident who 
came forward last year to report 
being asked for multiple IDs at the 
bar. 

Noon has joined the picket line 
every weekend since it started. 

“What amazes me the most 
and most profoundly upsets me is 
gay men seem unwilling to accept 
something happened. Maybe it 


did not happen to them but it 
doesn’t mean it didn’t happen to 
others,” he said. “It seems myopic 
and shortsighted. It makes me a 
little bit crazy.” 

The boycott and weekly pick¬ 
ets of San Francisco Badlands are 
now entering a second month, 
and organizers of the protests are 
modifying their approach toward 
patrons of the Castro bar. Mem¬ 
bers of And Castro For All, the 
community group spearheading 
the demonstrations, moved to 
change the tone of the street 
protests this past Saturday, asking 
those walking the picket line to 
drop the “Shame on you” chants. 
Instead, the protesters chanted 
“Think before you drink” and 
“2,4,6,8 - gays should not dis¬ 
criminate.” 

“We are going to take this 
demonstration in a different di¬ 
rection tonight,” Julius Turman, 
the group’s attorney, told about 40 
people gathered at the offices of a 
gay youth agency around the cor¬ 
ner from the bat prior to forming 


the picket line. 

John Newsome, an organizer 
with And Castro For All, ex¬ 
plained to those gathered - a 
multi-ethnic group of men and 
women - that the goal is to 
demonstrate to both bar patrons 
and passersby the kind of diverse 
and accepting community the 
Castro can be. 

“When we are out there, show¬ 
ing people what we want this 
community to look like, I am not 
going to chant about bigots. I am 
not going to chant about shame,” 
he said. “We want people to see 
there is something better. We are 
right and we know we are right 
and we want people to feel good 
about joining us tonight.” 

Derek Turner, 25, a former 
Badlands bartender who was one 
of the first people to voice charges 
about discriminatory practices at 
the bar, said the muted approach 
seemed to work, in that he had a 
lot of positive encounters with 
passersby last Saturday.

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Same-sex marriage 
battles continue

B attles over same-sex mar¬ 
riage continue to prolifer¬ 
ate, with a victory scored in 
Massachusetts, a skirmish lost in 
New York, new statewide battles 
brewing in Texas, Arizona, and 
California, with a major funding 
commitment promised for Cali¬ 
fornia’s expected statewide ballot 
initiative fight. 

In Massachusetts, the state’s 
highest court last week dismissed 
an appeal from an antigay 
Catholic activist who sought to 
have the court’s ruling set aside 
until voters had a chance to weigh 
in on same-sex marriages. 

Joseph Doyle, the executive di¬ 
rector of the Catholic Action 
League of Massachusetts, filed the 
lawsuit shortly after the Massa¬ 
chusetts Supreme Judicial Court 
ruled that the state constitution 
required that same-sex couples be 
entitled to marriage licenses the 
same as heterosexual couples. It 
was one of several lawsuits filed 
after the ruling, most of which 
tried to stop the issuance of mar¬ 
riage licenses to same-sex couples. 

So far, no lawsuit has succeeded in 
doing that and, since May 17, 
2004, the state has issued marriage 
licenses to more than 6,000 same- 
sex couples. 

In a surprise development, the 
Massachusetts high court heard 
oral arguments in the Doyle v. 
Goodridge case, May 2. But in its 
May 27 decision, it dismissed the 
appeal as “moot,” saying that an 
earlier ruling on the lawsuit, by a 
single justice of the court, had 
been correct. Responding to 
Doyle’s request that the high court 
“recall” its own ruling on same- 
sex marriage, the court said, “we 
decline to do so.” 

“Nothing has transpired [since 
the ruling was issued] that materi¬ 
ally changes the situation or which 
warrants the truly extraordinary 
measures sought now,” said the 
court. 

The state Legislature did pass a 
constitutional amendment last 
year to ban same-sex marriage 
and offer domestic partnership 
benefits instead, but that amend¬ 
ment must be approved once | 


again by the Legislature - this year 
- in order to go before voters in 
November 2006. 

Gay & Lesbian Advocates & 
Defenders, which won the historic 
marriage ruling in the Goodridge 
case, said the Doyle lawsuit was the 
last legal challenge in Massachu¬ 
setts court to same-sex marriage. 

New Paltz mayor 
faces trial 

Of course, the Doyle case is by 
no means the last legal challenge 
in the country. Those are prolifer¬ 
ating large and small. 

New York state’s highest court 
rejected a request May 27 to con¬ 
sider the constitutionality of 
same-sex marriages through a re¬ 
view of charges against New Paltz 
Mayor Jason West for solemnizing 
such marriages last year. 

A district attorney pressing the 



New Paltz Mayor Jason West 


charges against West had argued 
that the same-sex marriage issue 
should be considered through 
lawsuits filed by gay couples who 
have been denied marriage licens¬ 
es. West’s case involves only mis¬ 
demeanor charges against him for 
allegedly violating a law that says 
an authority cannot solemnize a 
couple’s marriage unless the cou¬ 
ple has first obtained a marriage 
license. 

In February 2004, West per¬ 
formed public ceremonies solem¬ 
nizing the marriages of almost 
two dozen same-sex couples who 
had not obtained marriage licens¬ 


es. In New York state, such licens¬ 
es can be issued only by a town or 
city clerk. 

The charges against the New 
Paltz mayor are now scheduled to 
return to an Ulster County court; 
however, West still has pending a 
request that the charges be dis¬ 
missed. If convicted of the charges, 
West is expected to face a fine. 

West, a member of the Green 
Party, was elected mayor in 2003, 
running on an “Innovation Party” 
ticket and defeated a five-term in¬ 
cumbent. 

California 

battleground ignites 

Meanwhile, a group hoping to 
ban legal benefits for any same-sex 
relationships filed notice May 19 
with the California secretary of 
state that it is collecting signatures 
to put an initiative on the June 
2006 ballot to do just that. One 
week earlier, the state Legislature 
rejected an effort to amend the 
constitution with such a ban. 

Supporters of the California 
Marriage Amendment say they 
want to raise $1 million to collect 
the signatures. The initiative was 
drafted by the Liberty Counsel, an 
organizational offshoot of Jerry 
Falwell, and the Campaign for 
Children and Families. 

In response, the Human 
Rights Campaign and the Nation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Task Force an¬ 
nounced this week that they will 
each donate $100,000 to efforts to 
defeat the antigay ballot initiative. 
The HRC-NGLTF commitment, 
in the form of a challenge grant, 
is to donate $1 for every $4 raised 
by California gay groups to defeat 
the California Marriage Amend¬ 
ment, in hopes of raising $1 mil¬ 
lion for the anti-initiative cam¬ 
paign. 

Other developments 

• In Texas, the state Legislature 
approved a proposed constitu¬ 
tional amendment May 21 to ban 
same-sex marriages in that state. 
The issue must now be approved 
by voters this November. 

•In Arizona, a group seeking to 
ban same-sex marriage notified 
the state on May 17 that it is col¬ 
lecting signatures to put the issue 
before voters. ▼ 


Federal agency changes course 
on protections for gay workers

T he special counsel charged 
with protecting federal em¬ 
ployees in the workplace has 
claimed that he does not have the 
legal authority to address discrim¬ 
ination based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion. That interpretation is at odds 
with more than two decades of 
practice within the agency. Log 
Cabin Republicans has called 
upon him to resign. 

The U.S. Office of the Special 
Counsel is an obscure office with 
the responsibility of defending 1.7 
million federal employees from 
discrimination and retaliation in 
the workplace. Scott J. Bloch was 
confirmed by the U.S. Senate to a 
five-year term that began on Janu¬ 
ary 5, 2004. 


During the confirmation 
process Bloch, a social conserva¬ 
tive, testified that he would protect 
the rights of gay federal employ¬ 
ees, as has been standard practice 
since 1978. But only weeks after 
being sworn in, Bloch began to 
take a series of actions that have 
riled federal employees for many 
reasons and have led some to be¬ 
lieve that he is on an antigay cru¬ 
sade within the agency. 

In February 2004, Federal 
GLOBE, the umbrella group of 
GLBT federal employee organiza¬ 
tions, charged that the OSC had 
“removed references to sexual ori¬ 
entation from its basic brochure, 
its complaint form, a two-page 
flyer entitled ‘Your Rights as a 
Federal Employee,’ and a set of 
training slides.” GLOBE called the 
actions “political pandering to the 


conservative right” that send “a 
chilling message” to gay federal 
employees. 

Gay congressional allies chal¬ 
lenged Bloch’s actions, and in 
April 2004 the White House re¬ 
leased a statement saying, “Long¬ 
standing federal policy prohibits 
discrimination against federal em¬ 
ployees based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion. . .President Bush expects fed¬ 
eral agencies to enforce this policy 
and ensure that all federal em¬ 
ployees are protected from unfair 
discrimination at work.” 

Faced with this opposition, 
Bloch appeared to backtrack, at 
least for a while. Both Congress 
and the Bush administration are 
in a difficult position because the 
OSC was created to be insulated 
from political pressure. The direc-

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Dufty works behind the scenes

|#% upervisor Tom Ammiano, 
1|J| dressed in black jeans, a T- 
. shirt, and leather jacket, 
walked the Badlands picket line 
Saturday night, reminiscing be¬ 
forehand about protesting racist 
policies at gay bars in the 1970s. 

“This is going to be a compli¬ 
cated road,” he advised those or¬ 
ganizing the boycott against the 
Castro bar. 

Supervisors Sophie Maxwell, 
Ross Mirkarimi, Chris Daly, and 
former board President Matt 
Gonzalez have all joined the pro¬ 
testers at their weekly Saturday 
night street demonstrations. 

Notably absent from the list: 
Supervisor Bevan Dufty, whose 
district includes the Castro. His 
absence has not gone unnoticed 
by organizers of the boycott and 
their supporters, who have invit¬ 
ed Dufty to speak to the group 
prior to forming the picket lines. 

Instead of joining the public 
fight, Dufty has chosen to work 
behind the scenes in an attempt to 
find a resolution acceptable to 
both sides. Last month, he met 
privately with embattled bar 
owner Les Natali on May 24, 


pressing him to agree to media¬ 
tion and offering to serve in the 
mediator role. 

“Because I am hopeful of get¬ 
ting the parties to mediation, I 
didn’t think it would be appropri¬ 
ate for me to demonstrate and 
then seek to have there be media¬ 
tion,” said Dufty. 

For several months, Dufty has 
also been talking to Roger 
Doughty, executive director of 
Horizons Foundation, and other 
LGBT officials about launching a 
social marketing campaign 
around diversity. And he has been 
meeting with business leaders in 
the Castro about training mer¬ 
chants on the responsibility they 
have to promote inclusion and di¬ 
versity. 

“I am interested in seeing a 
campaign that educates people 
about inclusiveness,” Dufty said. 
“People need to be more aware. I 
am reaching out and do think the 
[community] center is a good 
place to initiate a social marketing 
campaign and training of individ¬ 
uals who hire and provide services 
in the community.” 

Last year, Dufty did send a let¬ 
ter to the state Department of Al¬ 
coholic and Beverage Control

urging it to consider the matter. 
After the city’s Human Rights 
Commission issued its findings 
that Natali had discriminated 
against black patrons and 
prospective employees, Dufty 
urged the ABC to consider the re¬ 
port as it weighs revocation of Na¬ 
tali’s liquor license. 

Natali has denied all charges. 

On the night the HRC released 
its report, Dufty issued a state¬ 
ment thanking those com¬ 


plainants who came forward and 
applauding the group And Castro 
For All for “being a catalyst to ad¬ 
dress the situation at Badland’s 
and the broader need for a more 
. inclusive, diverse and welcoming 
community.” 

In an e-mail, Natali said his 
meeting last week with Dufty “was 
a very pleasant meeting, and I am 
■grateful to Bevan for his under¬ 
standing of the situation.” As for 
mediation, Natali said, “I told 
Bevan, yes, I would agree to that, I 
would be willing to mediate and 
negotiate in good faith with the 
complainants.” 

In a letter sent to Julius Tur¬ 
man, the attorney for those bring¬ 
ing forward charges of racism 
against Natali, Dufty said Natali 
had accepted his offer “without 
preconditions” and iterated that 
“it is my hope that your clients, 
And Castro for All and Calvin 
Gipson and his leadership effort 
will similarly agree to participate 
in mediation.” 

This week Turman responded 
that his clients would agree to me¬ 
diation “which must occur in par¬ 
allel to the city and state’s enforce¬ 
ment processes” but preferred to 
see a neutral party act as mediator. 


“We note that Mr. Natali and 
his supporters have repeatedly and 
vociferously claimed that your 
friendship with a rival Bar owner 
has biased you,” wrote Turman in a 
letter sent Tuesday, Nfey 31 to U 
Dufty. “Given Mr. Natali’s initial 
claims, it would seem that having 
you as the actual mediator of the 
dispute might ultimately lead Mr. 
Natali to denounce the mediation 
process as biased, should he be dis¬ 
satisfied with its outcome.” 

Turman suggested using a me¬ 
diator from the Department of 
Fair Employment and Housing or 
the city’s Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion. Dufty has in turn asked sev¬ 
eral LGBT leaders to take part, in¬ 
cluding LGBT Community Center 
Executive Director Thom Lynch; 
Ark of Refuge Ministries Bishop 
Yvette Flunder; Merchants of 
Upper Market and Castro Presi¬ 
dent Paul Moffett; and MCC-SF 
senior pastor the Reverend Dr. 
Penny Nixon. 

In the end, Dufty said his main 
motivation is to see that “there be 
some positive initiatives the com¬ 
munity can gather around and 
help in making a positive contri¬ 
bution. I would like to see things 
move forward and they will.” ▼

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“We were really emphasizing 
being a positive alternative to dis¬ 
crimination and being able to talk 
with people about what we want 
the Castro to be and agreeing with 
them in that we share the values of 
inclusion and equality,” he said!

we can’t stop protesting wrongdo¬ 
ing just because it is uncomfort¬ 
able.” 

Some changes 

Since bringing forth their 
charges against Natali, the group 
does credit him for making sever¬ 
al changes to how he operates his 
bar. They note that Natali has dra¬ 
matically diversified his advertis¬ 
ing images to include women and 
people of color, hired women and 
people of color, started a Latin 
night and hip-hop night, and has 
“apparently ended his ban on cer¬ 
tain kinds of music that he previ¬ 
ously feared would draw more 
African Americans to his bar.” 

As Turman noted in an e-mail, 
“Mr. Natali has begun to operate 
his establishment as he should 
have operated it all along. We’re 
pleased that we have helped to 
play a role in this transformation, 
but are these permanent changes? 
More importantly, the changed 
management style does not satisfy 
the claims for justice of the com¬ 
plainants or the broader commu¬ 
nity of people who feel violated by 
his history of racist discrimina¬ 
tion. Mr. Natali’s response to these 
concerns is apparently a half¬ 
hearted apology to all who may 
have ‘felt’ discriminated against at 
his bars and an offer of money to 
seven community groups, all of 
which have rejected his offer as an 
offensively insignificant gesture.” 

Noon added, “It is great he has 
gone out of his way to hire blacks, 
Latinos, and women. He still

needs to be held accountable for 
things he has done in the past.” 

Thus, the group has stepped 
up criticism of city and state offi¬ 
cials at regulatory agencies who 
have yet to take any actions 
against Natali. 

“This is no longer a discussion 
between us as community mem¬ 
bers and Les Natali. We are taking 
the position the city and county 
should be in. We are asking for 
them to step up to the plate,” said 
Newsome. “This is an issue for the 
city and state to enforce. Their si¬ 
lence around this to date has been 
deafening. We have been really 
angry and justifiably so. The regu¬ 
latory agencies’ response has also 
been frustrating.” 

The protesters have vowed to 
maintain their Saturday night 
picket lines through at least the 
end of June, at which time both 
the state Department of Alcoholic 
Beverage Control and the city’s 
Entertainment Commission are 
expected to end their investiga¬ 
tions of allegations that Natali dis¬ 
criminated against black patrons 
of his bar. 

Supporters, detractors 

While the list of community 
groups who support the boycott 
continues to grow, so, too, do de¬ 
tractors who question if the boy¬ 
cott and pickets serve any real 
purpose other than trying to hurt 
Natali financially. While the first 
protest drove people away from 
the bar, patrons have returned in 
increasing numbers ever since. 


Natali has introduced two-for-one 
drink specials and dropped charg¬ 
ing a cover Saturday nights, help¬ 
ing to keep the bar packed. 

A group of patrons at the bar 
are volunteering on Saturday 
nights to give a different take on 
the matter and hand out flyers 
stating Natali’s position to 
passersby. 

Bennett Warren, who helped 
initiate the idea with a barback of 
the bar, said he believes the pro¬ 
testers won’t go away until they 
see the bar closed. A regular of the 
bar since Natali reopened it five 
years ago, Warren said he doesn’t 
buy that the charges against Natali 
have any merit. 

“I have not seen it. He has a 
very ethnically diverse group of 
employees,” he said. “It just does¬ 
n’t add up with what their claims 
are. The people out there picket¬ 
ing are not even customers of the 
bar. They are not aware of what 
goes on there.” 

Natali, in flyers his supporters 
have been handing out, has said 
that he and his employees “sin¬ 
cerely apologize to anyone who 
felt discriminated against or did 
not feel welcome at any of our 
bars.” 

But the apology falls far short 
of what the complainants would 
like to hear. 

“He has never apologized or 
acknowledged that the people 
who testified at the HRC spoke 
the truth,” said Noon. “He has to 
acknowledge wrongdoing has oc¬ 
curred. It has to start there.” 

Supervisor Bevan Dufty is 
working behind the scenes to 
bring an end to the demonstra¬ 
tions, meeting with Natali and 
David Weiss, owner of Catch, last 
week to discuss “moving forward 
...because [the present situation] 
is-not benefiting the community,” 
according to those at the meet¬ 
ing. 

Dufty has also taken some heat 
for not attending the Saturday 
night protests, as fellow Supervi¬ 
sors Sophie Maxwell, Tom Ammi¬ 
ano, Chris Daly, and Ross 
Mirkarimi have. Attempting to 
broker mediation to bring the 
matter to some conclusion, Dufty 
said he has tried not to appear 
partisan by joining the picketers.

awaiting,” said Dorsey. “We are 
gratified by the trial court’s ruling 
in March and we are committed 
to continuing the fight for mar¬ 
riage equality to the Supreme 
Court.” 

Asked about Lockyer’s decision 
to support the appeal, Equality 
California Executive Director Ge¬ 
offrey Kors said in an e-mail, 
“More and more legislators un¬ 
derstand that the same rights and 
protections to provide and care for 
children is a legal and financial re¬ 
sponsibility that should be afford¬ 
ed to any parent regardless of sex¬ 
ual orientation or gender identity.” 

Shannon Minter, an attorney 
with the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights, added that now that 
the attorney general has filed an 
appeal, the antigay groups in¬ 
volved in the cases likely will file 
suit. 

“We certainly knew this was 
coming. We are eager to see the 
case decided as quickly as possible 
and we are very optimistic ” he 
said. 

In a release announcing the fil¬ 
ings, Lockyer’s office indicated his 
decision to appeal is not based on 


outright opposition to gay couples 
having the right to wed. Instead, 
his office specified that the appeals 
were filed pursuant to the attorney 
general’s duty to defend state laws 
that have been challenged in 
court. 

“Under the California Consti¬ 
tution, all government officials 
and entities are required to en¬ 
force and respect a statute unless 
and until an appellate court has 
held the statute unconstitutional,” 
noted Lockyer’s office in its state¬ 
ment. “The parties to these cases 
have acknowledged that the same- 
sex marriage cases ultimately 
should be heard and resolved by 
the California Supreme Court in 
order to provide a binding judg¬ 
ment that is effective statewide.” 

On April 13 Kramer issued a 
final decision, following his tenta¬ 
tive ruling in March, in the cases 
that found unconstitutional Cali¬ 
fornia laws limiting marriage to 
one man and one woman. Specif¬ 
ically, the judge held that Family 
Code section 300, which provides 
that a marriage in California is a 
union between a man and a 
woman, and Family Code section 
308.5, which provides that only a 
marriage between a man and a 
Woman is valid or recognized in 
California, violate the California 


Constitution’s equal protection 
guarantees. The ruling overturned 
the antigay measure Proposition 
22, which voters passed in 2000 
and groups opposed to granting 
same-sex couples marriage rights 
have used to argue against the gay 
weddings. 

Kramer voluntarily stayed his 
rulings from taking effect pending 
an appeal. His decision stemmed 
from cases brought by Herrera, 
antigay groups, and over a dozen 
gay and lesbian couples through¬ 
out the state who were denied the 
chance to marry in February and 
March 2004 in San Francisco after 
Mayor Gavin Newsom ordered 
city officials to hand out gender 
neutral marriage licenses. 

The state Supreme Court or¬ 
dered the city to halt the weddings 
but did not address the constitu¬ 
tionality of the state’s marriage 
laws. Instead, the justices invited 
city officials to file a lawsuit with 
the lower courts before it would 
address the matter. 

The four cases are City and 
County of San Francisco v. State of 
California, etal. (Case #: 429-539); 
Clinton v. State of California, et al. 
(Case #: CGC-04-0429548); Tyler 
v. State of California et al. (Case #: 
BC 088 506); and Woo v. Lockyer 
etal. (Case #: 504-038). ▼

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Bowled over

It 11 if hich sport has more ac- 
five participants than the 
H total number of athletes 
who participated in the last Gay 
Games? Ask any member of the 
International Gay Bowling Orga¬ 
nization, and they will take that 
honor with pride. 

Celebrations and competition 
for the 25th annual IGBO tourna¬ 
ment took place last week in 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
one of the cities that 
founded the historic 
league. 

IGBO XXV co-directors 
Bill Conklin, David Bur¬ 
ney, and Mark Klemme ex¬ 
pected between 400 and 
800 bowlers for the 
anniversary tourna¬ 
ment. Although Mil¬ 
waukee has been host 
to five mid-year tour¬ 
naments, the annual tournament 
had never been held in the city. 

Last year’s annual IGBO tour¬ 
nament, held in St. Louis, wel¬ 
comed 530 bowlers to its events. 
Other regional upcoming tourna¬ 
ments include the Rose Bowl 
Classic (June 5-6 in Portland, Ore¬ 
gon), and the Ladies Organized 
Valley Invitational Tournament 
(June 3-5 in Los Angeles). All 
tournaments are listed on the 
IGBO Web site (www.igbo.org). 

IGBO’s history goes back to 
1980, when gay and lesbian 
bowlers from gay leagues in Hous¬ 
ton, Los Angeles, Milwaukee, New 
York City, San Diego, and Toronto 
met during a tournament in Los 
Angeles. With the number of play¬ 
ers and leagues growing, the gov¬ 
erning body was formed. With 
more than 200 leagues and 17,000 
participants, the organization says 
it’s the largest group of GLBT ath¬ 
letes in the world, with member 
leagues in the United States, Cana¬ 
da, Australia, and New Zealand. 


“The amazing growth of gay 
bowling is not surprising,” Con¬ 
klin said. “It’s one sport that truly 
does not discriminate among its 
participants. Whether young or 
old, male or female, wheelchair- 
bound or deaf, strong or weak, tall 
or short, bowling is a sport that 
virtually any living person can 
enjoy recreationally or as a mem¬ 
ber of a league.” 

Even before the formation of 
IGBO, gay and lesbian leagues 
began emerging in the United 
States in the 1970s as 
a social outlet for 
men and women 
who wanted to socialize 
outside of bars. 

Before that, members of 
the Daughters of Bilitis are 
documented as having 
organized group bowl¬ 
ing events as far back 
as October 1956. The 
evenings at a San Fran¬ 
cisco sports center are 
listed in the calendar of events of 
the first issue of The Ladder, the 
historic periodical published by 
and for lesbians. 

By the mid-1960s, men’s bowl¬ 
ing leagues followed, organized by 
the pre-Stonewall San Francisco 
gay rights group the Society for 
Individual Rights. The SIR Bowl¬ 
ing League met each Monday 
night, with more than 100 mem¬ 
bers by 1968. Following the exam¬ 
ple of organized bowlers, other 
San Francisco sports like softball 
and flag football emerged, sug¬ 
gesting that sports groups, and 
bowlers in particular, predate even 
most GLBT civil rights groups. 

What makes current IGBO 
tournaments unique are not only 
their GLBT inclusion, but also fre¬ 
quent campy themes like “ The Wiz¬ 
ard of Oz” or “Boot Camp,” where 
bowlers wear thematic costumes. 

Annual tournaments are held 
each May the week before Memo¬ 
rial Day weekend. The mid-year 
tournament is usually held over 


the Veterans Day holiday week¬ 
end. Every four years, IGBO also 
coordinates its tournament to co¬ 
incide with the quadrennial Gay 
Games competition. For example, 
in 2002, the annual IGBO tourna¬ 
ment took place in Auckland, New 
Zealand, a week before Gay 
Games VI in Sydney. 

In addition, nearly 50 tourna¬ 
ments take place around the world 
each year, giving those 17,000- 
plus members plenty of opportu¬ 
nities for friendly competition in 
singles, pairs, and team formats. 

At the Wisconsin tournament, 
two large bowling facilities, or 
“houses,” were used for singles and 
doubles events, with a third house 
for scratch matches after tourna¬ 
ment (in scratch bowling, scoring 
is done without handicaps. A 
scratch score is a basic game total). 

Milwaukee bowling organizers 
are well prepared, having also held 
an annual Thanksgiving tourna¬ 
ment for the past five years. 

A bowler since his childhood 
in Arizona, Conklin recalls his 
parents taking him to their “bowl¬ 
ing nights” more than 30 years 
ago. Not content to be stuck in the 
children’s supervised play area, he 
soon took up the sport with his 
parents’ blessing, and has compet¬ 
ed seriously since age 18. 

In 1982, when he moved to 
Milwaukee, Conklin started bowl¬ 
ing in gay leagues, and soon met a 
welcoming community, adding, 
“I’ve been bowling ever since.” 

Conklin has also been involved 
in organizing tournaments since 
1982. Like his co-directors, he takes 
pride in having the 25th annual 
IGBO tournament in a city with a- 
lengthy history of supporting 
GLBT leagues, and in a sport that 
has such a rich historic past. ▼

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pervasive, people are desensitized 
to it,” she said. 

“Sometimes when different 
situations [of homophobia] come 
up it’s a perfect learning opportu¬ 
nity,” said Ravi Singh Rangi, co¬ 
founder and current coordinator 
of GLSEN’s gay-straight alliance 
peer education for Alameda 
County, who became - involved 
right after graduating high 
school. “Our work is not to 
change opinions and beliefs, but 
to offer resources and informa¬ 
tion.” 

A third Champion honor will 
go to Joshua Dante Donatto, pres¬ 
ident of the gay-straight alliance at 
San Francisco’s International 
Studies High School. Earlier this 


year, Donatto, who moved to the 
city from Texas and is a LYRIC in¬ 
tern, organized a skit for a school 
assembly event that promoted 
same-sex marriage. 

Former LYRIC participants 
have come into their own after 
leaving the program, Roberts said. 

“LYRIC gave me the ability to 
continue to move even further in 
gay HIV prevention,” said Vincent 
Fuqua, 35, a health educator with 
the Department of Public Health. 
“It’s about working on helping 
other communities, particularly 
the African American communi¬ 
ty, work for black gay men’s HIV 
prevention.” 

He said that as a teenager he 
did not feel innately directed to¬ 
ward community health educa¬ 
tion and planning. 

“It was not even on my radar 
before I joined LYRIC,” said 


Fuqua, who facilitated rap groups 
and one-on-one peer counseling 
and has kept in touch with friends 
from his LYRIC days. “At 19, when 
I joined, I was getting more in¬ 
volved and more aware about HIV 
and I remained involved.” ▼

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school’s graduate student Distin¬ 
guished Achievement Award for 
his academic research that fo¬ 
cused on transmen’s gynecologi¬ 
cal healthcare access. 

“I couldn’t be any more 
thrilled,” said Bonem, 26, who was 
nominated by the head of his the¬ 
sis committee. San Francisco State 
is “striving to be a progressive and 
safe place, and a safer place for 
trans people to attend.” 

Bonem recruited a sample size 


of 100 participants online and by 
passing out flyers at events and 
community-based organizations. 
He surveyed them on experience 
they had as patients, while also 
working one day per week as an 
assistant for the National Sexuali¬ 
ty Resource Center’s local research 
team. 

After earning an undergradu¬ 
ate degree in social psychology at 
Antioch College in Ohio, Bonem 
visited San Francisco twice, in¬ 
terning with Harvey Milk Insti¬ 
tute instructor Fairy Butch in 
1998. He moved here two years 
ago. 


Bonem officially changed his 
name in 2003 and then wrote a 
how-to guide on the topic. 

Bonem - who identifies as gen¬ 
der queer, takes no hormones, and 
has never had a formal transition 
- has worn tighter T-shirts since 
his $7,500 chest reconstructive 
surgery for which he saved “every 
penny” for two years. 

“I get mistaken for a gay boy 
now,” he said. “I feel very in-be¬ 
tween.” 

After returning from a three- 
week European vacation Bonem 
plans to continue his public health 
research or teach. Y 
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two men who married each 
other), and his stepmother’s as¬ 
sessment that he “was not very 
fond of girls.” In addition to 
Speed, Lincoln also shared a bed 
with Billy Greene, his co-worker at 
a general store in the early 1830s 
(who told Herndon that Lincoln’s 
thighs were “as perfect as a human 
being could be”) and, three 
decades later, with his head body¬ 
guard, David Derickson. 

Several commentators argued 
that Tripp offered no more than 
flimsy circumstantial evidence. 
Lincoln biographer David Her¬ 
bert Donald argued that it was not 
uncommon for men in the 19th 
century to share a bed out of eco¬ 
nomic necessity, and that Lincoln 
used the salutation “Yours Forev¬ 
er” in letters to half a dozen other 
correspondents besides Speed (al¬ 
though never to his wife). Fur¬ 
thermore, Lincoln told tales of his 
flirtations with women and ad¬ 
mitted to Herndon that he visited 


prostitutes. Finally, Donald sug¬ 
gests, Lincoln would not have 
been so open about his relation¬ 
ship with Speed if they had, in 
fact, been lovers. 

Others, however, think a con¬ 
vincing case can be made that Lin¬ 
coln was queer to some degree. 
While Tripp posited that Lincoln 
was a 5 on the Kinsey scale (with 6 
denoting exclusive homosexuali¬ 
ty), gay author Andrew Sullivan 
suggested he was more likely a 4, 
while Shively placed him some¬ 
where between a 2 and a 3. “In any 
particular piece of evidence that 
Tripp discovers, I’d say it’s easy to 
dismiss his theory,” wrote Sulli¬ 
van. “But when you review all the 
many pieces of the Lincoln emo¬ 
tional-sexual puzzle, the homo¬ 
sexual dimension gets harder and 
harder to ignore.” Donald’s stu¬ 
dent, Jean Baker (author of a bi¬ 
ography of Mary Todd Lincoln), 
said that Lincoln “loved men, and 
they loved him, at whatever level” 
- but he also loved his wife. 

Given that the concepts of ho¬ 
mosexual and heterosexual did 
not exist until years after Lincoln’s 


death, it is anachronistic to force 
him into a contemporary sexual 
identity category. But, says 
Salon.com reviewer Andrew 
O’Hehir, Tripp’s revelations offer a 
glimpse into a “vanished world of 
intimate male friendships of a 
kind almost unrecognizable to us.” 
Ironically, modern notions of sex¬ 
ual identity have rendered certain 
types of homosocial relationships 
among men more rare, even as 
openly homosexual relationships 
have become more accepted. ▼

and can be removed only for 
cause, through a protracted ad¬ 
ministrative process. 

Soon Bloch was conducting a 
wholesale reorganization of the 
small agency. He told key Wash¬ 
ington employees they had 10 
days to accept being reassigned to 
distant regional offices or resign. 
Most saw the reorganization as an 
attempt to purge the agency - to 
insert ideologues into positions in 
Washington. 

In a Senate oversight hearing 


on government management on 
May 24, Bloch made the startling 
statement that he lacks the legal 
authority to protect employees 
against discrimination based on 
sexual orientation. 

He acknowledged that the 
Bush administration’s April 2004 
statement on sexual orientation 
“is binding on me, but it is not 
something I can prosecute in my 
agency ... Iam limited by the en¬ 
forcement statutes that you [Con¬ 
gress] give me.” 

When pressed by Senator Carl 
Levin (D-Michigan) as to whether 
he would recommend that Con¬ 
gress enact legislation to cover 
sexual orientation, Bloch declined 


to do so. 

Blogger John Aravosis was not 
buying Bloch’s legal arguments. 
“It sounds an awful lot like you’re 
just grabbing at straws in an ef¬ 
fort to justify antigay bigotry, and 
while doing so, you’re willfully 
and quite flagrantly disobeying 
an executive order and urging 
other federal employees to do the 
same.” 

Log Cabin Republicans went 
further, calling for his resignation. 
“Scott Bloch has made it clear that 
he is not enforcing the law and is 
openly defying the president, ac¬ 
cordingly he should resign imme¬ 
diately,” said Chris Barron, politi¬ 
cal director of the organization. T 


Badlands 
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He also said the issues go much 
deeper than just problems in the 
past at Badlands. 

“Everyone recognizes that 
there’s problems separate from 
Badlands and the issues are much 
broader and include gender, 
transgender, ethnicity, and age 
among others. There are a lot of 
people who would like to see 
some resolution,” Dufty said. “I 
support individuals’ right to 
demonstrate. I am just fearful at 
times having a mix of anger and 
alcohol that things can escalate.” 

He complimented the pick- 
eters for changing the tone of their 
latest protest and hopes the two 
sides will come to the table. He 
said he has also warned Natali 
there may be consequences if a 
resolution cannot be found and 
suggested he find a black buyer for 
the Pendulum, the Castro’s only 
bar catering to African Americans 
in which Natali has a majority 
ownership. 

“I am openly considering 
what my position is going to be 
on an entertainment license, that 
is something the city has some 
control over,” Dufty said. “I was 
also very clear with him I 
thought there is a strong belief 
on a part of a lot of individuals 
given this situation of him being 
owner of the Pendulum it is not 
going to be well received. I put 
on the table I would hope that 
some way this establishment 
could not be owned by any cur¬ 
rent bar owner in the Castro but 
rather see a black gay or lesbian 
purchasing the business.” 

For his part, Natali is open to 
mediation. In an e-mail last week 
he said that regarding his owner¬ 


ship of the Pendulum, he is “will¬ 
ing to discuss this, or any other 
issue, with them.” 

He reiterated that, “I appreci¬ 
ate the continued patronage and 
overwhelming support of the Cas¬ 
tro community during this diffi¬ 
cult and frustrating time.” 

Complicated issues 

Even some complainants and 
picketers acknowledge the night¬ 
time protests have made little dent 
in swaying the minds of those 
who disagree with them. If any¬ 
thing, the matter has shown how 
thorny and complicated it can be 
to address issues of race and dis¬ 
crimination. 

“To tell you the truth I don’t 
think it affected anyone,” said Tiea 
Dublin, 37, an African American 
patron of the bar who testified he 
was asked for multiple forms of 
ID on several occasions, in viola¬ 
tion of city laws, “ft is not chang¬ 
ing attitudes or minds. Racism, it 
is a subtle issue that seems to be 
very real in this town.” 

The incidents he faced at Bad¬ 
lands, said Dublin, were “humili¬ 
ating and degrading” and caused 
a strain in his relationship with an 
Asian man he was seeing at the 
time. After the man said, “Why 
don’t you just get over it,” Dublin 
ended things. “I found that to be 
totally absurd,” he said. “The guy I 
was seeing at the time couldn’t 
understand it.” 

Since joining with the other 
complainant^ in December, 
Dublin said he doesn’t think many 
people have been able to grasp the 
severity of their claims. Even 
today, he said he still faces dis¬ 
crimination solely for the color of 
his skin. 

“I still experience a great deal of 
racism. It is alive and well. It only 
just really reaffirmed my feelings 


and made me a bit harsher in the 
way I approach others,” he said. “I 
find the vast majority of people in 
this city don’t give a damn about 
people of color. For Asian guys 
who had the same things happen 
to them to be oblivious to it and 
turn their backs on it is really in¬ 
sulting in many ways.” . 

Instead of the street demon¬ 
strations, Bennett suggested a 
community forum be held where 
people could talk civilly about 
racism in the Castro. 

“Not a protest meeting but 
where people sit down, act like 
adults, shut up and listen, and let 
people talk,” he said. “We need a 
community meeting and we need 
other business people to come out 
to this meeting. It cannot be all 
people against Les. Let’s figure this 
out. What are your concerns? What 
are my concerns? What are my next 
door neighbor’s concerns?” 

And Castro For All may be 
taking that message to heart. They 
have planned a legal panel on dis¬ 
crimination at the LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center at 7 p.m. Tuesday, 
June 7. The panel will include Tur¬ 
man, the group’s attorney; Kate 
Kendell from the National Center 
for Lesbian Rights; and a repre¬ 
sentative from the American Civil 
Liberties Union. 

In the end, Turner said it is not 
so much about shutting down 
Badlands, but opening up a new 
venue in the Castro that is wel¬ 
coming to all. 

“I can’t imagine why anyone 
would want to go there but no, it 
is not about us administering a 
punishment. It is about calling 
upon the city and state to enforce 
the law,” he said. “I would like to 
see the community come up with 
a replacement for Less discrimi¬ 
natory policies and the space he 
has created as such ” ▼

Matthew Martin directs and 
stars as the bygone diva

M atthew Martin was a 
shy kid. “And I’ve been 
making up for it with a 
vengeance ever since,” 
he said, as if it were a 
line from a Bette Davis movie. 

Martin is famous ’round these 
parts for his uncanny impersonations 
of the latter-day Bette Davis, though 
one shouldn’t discount his channeling 
of Kate Hepburn and Judy Garland. 

But it is Bette who is his forte, and he 
is returning to one of his signature 
homage/travesties of the late legend. 

Martin is both a star and the direc¬ 
tor of Hush Up! Sweet Charlotte, du¬ 
ties he first essayed when this large- 
stroke interpretation of Hush ... 

Hush, Sweet Charlotte premiered at the Victoria Theatre in 1994. 

“The day we closed,” Martin said, “it became my personal quest to get 
it up again, and there were many times it almost happened, but no cigar. 
And then my dear friend Paul Annelli, who did the Olivia de Havilland 
role in the original production, passed away in 1998, and those are hard 
pumps to fill.” 

In something of a casting coup, Martin was able to snag Varla Jean Mer¬ 
man (AKA Jeffrey Roberson) for the role of an aging Southern belle who 
may up to no good as she visits the haunted cousin Charlotte (the Davis 
role) at the family’s plantation mansion. But a gig in Provincetown means 
Roberson must cede the role to Arturo Galster after the first month. 

Martin and producer Steve Murray are ambitiously planning on a three- 
month run at the downtown Lorraine Hansberry Theatre, where they hope 
tourists and newcomers will augment a loyal fan base.

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Summer’s operatic turns 

Three SF Opera offerings at War Memorial

H understood, even applauded 
the San Francisco Opera’s 
I foray into summer opera in 
the ’80s, after decades of being just 
a cold-weather entertainment. 
The orchestra needed full-time 
work in order to qualify for the 
optimum salaries being paid its 
peers — and as pit bands go, it 
only has one peer, the James 
Levine-trained Metropolitan 
Opera Orchestra. Also, stretching 
the season meant less concentrat¬ 
ed repetitive stress on the players’ 
fingers, arms and lips. Finally, San 
Francisco is swarming with 
tourists in June and July; why not 
send them home mouths agape at 
the quality of culture available in 
The City? 

When the summer season was 
considered a “festival” — produc¬ 
ing Wagner’s complete Ring, series 
of operas by Mozart, Rossini and 
Strauss, and the entertaining 
Femmes Fatales trio — it was great 
fun, but in the last half-dozen 
years it has devolved into a 
scrawny tail wagging a scruffy 
dog, featuring repeats from the 
fall season (like this year’s Cosifan 
tutte with a slightly different cast 
and conductor) and a couple of 
unrelated works. Pamela Rosen¬ 
berg gave every indication that 
after this year she was going to 
pull the plug. It remains to be seen 
if her successor, David Gockley, 
agrees, but I can’t imagine him 
continuing in this haphazard 
manner. 

That said, the two works play¬ 
ing this summer besides Cosi are 
worth attention, even though the 
way the season is being sold, all 
those naughty bare legs under a 
beach umbrella, makes one won¬ 
der if anybody in marketing has * 
heard either opera. Tchaikovsky’s 
Queen of Spades has nothing to do 
with Beach Blanket hi-jinks. It is 
one of theater’s great ghost stories, 
a lurid, thrilling drama of gam¬ 
bling obsession and madness that 
just happens to be graced with gor¬ 
geous orchestral and vocal music. 

Queen of Spades is hard to sing 
and harder to act, but SFO has 
been particularly lucky with it in 
the past. Our first gambling Gher¬ 
man (’63) was James McCracken; 
no tenor, not even the great Rus¬ 
sians I’ve heard, ever went ba¬ 
nanas as convincingly as “Jimmy 
Crack Corn.” Vladimir Atlantov 
was also wonderful in ’93, the year 
that Leonie Rysanek sang the old 
Countess. She had been preceded

by Regine Crespin (’87) and Regi¬ 
na Resnik (’63, ’75). We’ve never 
had a satisfying Lisa (Galina Vish¬ 
nevskaya was way past her prime 
in ’75), but that should end on 
June 12 when a protege of Rosen¬ 
berg’s, the young Swedish soprano 
Katarina Dalayman, makes her 
SFO debut. She’s already been ac¬ 
claimed for performances at the 
Metropolitan Opera. 

The production, new to the 
War Memorial, and lauded in 
London as the “2000 Opera of the 
Year,” is by John Macfarlane and 
Richard Jones. Remember them 
from the half-wonderful, half- 
horrific Hansel and Gretel of 2002? 
Music director Donald Runnicles 
conducts the dynamic, spooky, 
lyrical score, with Misha Didyk 
making his local debut as Gher¬ 
man, and Hanna Schwarz as the 
creepy Countess. 

My favorite recorded perfor¬ 
mance of Queen of Spades is con¬ 
ducted by Gergiev and stars 
Grigorian, Guleghina, Borodina 
and Arkhipova. On the DVD from 
the Kirov, Ludmila Filatova moves 
up from the Governess to a dying 
Countess more than ready for her 
close-up (both CD and DVD on 
Philips). 

Rare ‘Pearl’ 

Queen of Spades has a long and 
honorable history at SFO. Bizet’s 
The Pearl Fishers, on the other 
hand, has been seen on the main 
stage only as part of Spring Opera 
(’62, ’64, ’67, ’75). It is one of 
those lushly melodic, “Oriental” 
scores that fascinated the French 
in the mid-19th century and are 
loathed by Anglo and Teutonic 
critics as being too sugary, senti¬ 
mental and pretty. If you are an 
opera novice, you may think you 
don’t know the piece, but when

Think 
of it as an Adam Sandler-Drew 
Barrymore romantic flick with 
better music. Leila is a virgin 
priestess only too willing to break 
her vows in order to pitch a little 
woo with Nadir (maybe that’s 
-where the beach umbrella comes 
in?). But they are thwarted by 
Nadir’s best friend, Zurga, who 
also has a yen for Leila.

“Baby Jane was such a hit that 
they thought, ‘Oh, let’s do more of 
the same,’ so they got the same 
crew and a bigger budget, and 
Bette Davis went to town. I think 
it’s a crowd-pleaser because it’s an 
incarnation of Bette people really 
know and love.” 

Just as Hush ... Hush, Sweet 
Charlotte was a follow-up to Baby 
Jane, Hush Up! followed on the 
heels of the success of Whatever 
Happened to B.B. Jane?, another 
parody that ran for 10 months at 
the Victoria Theatre. So why not 
revive B.B. Jane, which was a big¬ 
ger hit than Hush Up the first time 
around? 

“We’ve been talking about 
doing that for a long time, too,” 
Martin said, “but it was much 
more of a drag burlesque, and a 
lot of the story was sacrificed. 
This, it’s a murder mystery. It’s 
Southern Gothic. It plays very 
much like Lillian Heilman.” 

Tap root 

Martin, a San Francisco native, 
discovered his ear for vocal im¬ 
pressions as a boy, first imitating 
teachers before moving onto 
celebrities. He was also a tap danc- 
ing'dynamo. “I was like Billy El¬ 
liot,” he said. “And when you’re tap 
dancing and you like Judy Garland 
at 7 years old, people will talk.” 

But his parents, he said, have 
always been supportive, and he re¬ 
cently did a tap number at their 
50th anniversary party. “After a 
tap performance, without fail 
there will be one person who 
comes up to me in tears saying, 
‘My parents wouldn’t let me... ”’

At age 19, he was cast as a re¬ 
placement dancer during the SF 
run of Sugar Babies starring Ann 
Miller and Mickey Rooney. But he 
never got to go on. “It was still a 
thrill, and when Ann was at the 
Castro Theatre, I got to do Ann 
Miller for Ann Miller. You’ve got 
two choices in a situation like 
that. Try to be sensational or run.” 

Surprising now, perhaps, was 
his initial trepidation to tryout for 
Whatever Happened to B.B. Jane? 
“I was a little leery of the drag 
thing,” he said, “because a lot of 
the time people dismiss that. I’d 
like to think I’m an actor. But fi¬ 
nally it was, like, shut up, put on 
the wig and pinafore, and just do 
it. And now I’m doing the Bette 
Davis Memorial Theater.” 

In addition to his Davis turns 
in B.B. Jane and Hush Up, Martin 
has also taken on her guise in a 
parody of the Davis movie The 
Star, a musical version of All 
About Eve, multiple productions 
of Christmas with the Crawfords, 
and the recent Awe About Eve, in 
which he played both Margo 
Channing and Addison DeWitt. 

“After doing Christmas with the 
Crawfords here and then in New 


York and Los Angeles, I became 
acquainted with Henry Farrell, 
who is the author of both Baby 
Jane and Charlotte, and I sent him 
a tape of our Charlotte. He sent 
me a letter that makes me cry. 
Getting kudos from him, I figured 
that’s as good as it gets.” 

But Martin never seriously 
considered a move to New York or 
Hollywood, and he’s content 
maintaining a day job as a legal 
aide with a law firm in the Marina. 
“I have a lot of starving actor 
friends, and I admire them, but 
the bread and butter affords me 
the chance to do things I really 
want to do.” 

His bosses at Finnegan, Marks, 
Hampton & Theofel have been 
flexible, letting him take time off 
for special projects. “They could¬ 
n’t be more supportive,” Martin 
said, “but the girls hate me for my 
million-dollar legs.” ▼

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Baby Boomers rule the concert halls 

Bernstein's 'Mass/ Knussen's works are two sides of the same coin

T he effect of the baby boom 
generation on every aspect 
of earthly existence remains 
to be evaluated. They are, after all, 
in the current majority, calling 
most of the shots. Still, some of 
their contributions to the arts and 
their influence on others can be 
appraised right now. 

Two recent musical events on 
opposite sides of the Bay showed 
how the radical youth movement 
of the late ’60s influenced their 
parents, and how their parents, in 
turn, managed to influence them. 

Leonard Bernstein’s problem¬ 
atic, joyous and angry treatment 
of the Roman Catholic liturgy 
concluded the Oakland East Bay 
Symphony’s season, and brought 
back loud and haunting re¬ 
minders of a troubled time some 
30 years on. 

Boomer composer Oliver 
Knussen got the first half of last 
week’s San Francisco Symphony 
program all to himself. His repre¬ 
sentation with three intriguing 
works offered comparisons be¬ 
tween the two writers that could¬ 
n’t have been more boldly defined. 

Bernstein’s Mass - a Theatre 
Piece for Singers, Players and 
* Dancers was written by commis¬ 
sion of Jacqueline Kennedy for the 
opening of the Kennedy Center in 
1971. Praised and damned at the 
time for its rude combination of 
piety and sacrilege, it has clung to 
the repertoire precariously over 
the years. 

There are many, myself includ¬ 
ed, who have always affectionately 
held it as a rowdy demonstration 
of the idealism, naivete and ac¬ 
tivism of our youth. When I ran 
into California State Assembly- 
member Mark Leno at the Para¬ 
mount before the Oakland perfor¬ 
mance, he recounted his past as¬ 
sociation with Bernstein as a 
young rabbinical student, and 
how it led to his friendship with 
Michael Tilson Thomas. I suspect 
there were many such stories to be 
told by middle-aged members of 
the sell-out crowd. 

OEBS Music Director and 
Conductor Michael Morgan obvi¬ 
ously retains his enthusiasm for 
Mass, fighting hard to get it into 
the repertory of his energetic in¬ 
stitution. He stresses the relevance 
of the score to the current war in 
Iraq and the general feeling of 
schism in the RC faith, and men¬ 
tions the enlarging divide between 
Western religious traditions. He is 
accurate, but the score does dis¬ 
play signs of wear, and there is no 
denying frequent passages of ago¬ 
nizing banality. 

Mass is a sprawling work that 
requires more than 200 perform¬ 
ers. With the rather cramped 
Paramount stage holding a full or¬ 
chestra, rock band, chorus, chil¬ 
dren’s chorus and small “street 
chorus,” there was no option other 
than a semi-staged production. 

Action spilled out into the 
aisles and balconies with march¬ 
ing youngsters and members of 
Huckaby McAllister Dance. The 
long, emotionally exhausting 
evening was done without an in¬ 
termission. Morgan addressed his 
forces with a brisk, loving and re¬ 
markably precise hand. 

Serious modern classicism in 
the instrumental “Meditations,” 
some nods to Luciano Berio and 
the Swingle Singers in the taped 
“Devotions,” soaring and kinetic 
tunes redolent of Broadway and 


the composer’s own West Side 
Story in the big set pieces (which 
comment on the liturgy): all col¬ 
lide in an overwhelming collage. 

Hector Vasquez as the cele¬ 
brant and boy soprano Andy 
Gutierrez as his redemptive 
alter/altar ego (my pun) dominat¬ 
ed the core of the action, such as 
it is. 

The arc of the drama follows a 
priest encountering a crisis of 
faith. The climax comes with the 
celebrant’s onstage breakdown 
after furiously flinging the sacred 
chalice to the ground. The ensu¬ 
ing extended “Fraction: Things 
Get Broken” demonstrates every¬ 
thing that is wonderful and dread¬ 
ful about Mass. 

The lyrics by Stephen Schwartz 
( Godspell, Pippin and Wicked) are 
bone-crunchingly trite, but Bern¬ 
stein invests them with a power 
and continuity that pulls the fat 
out of the fire, building to a shat¬ 
tering, life-affirming conclusion. 
Those trademark anthemic Bern¬ 
stein finales are irresistible. 


Vasquez, some irritating Les 
Miz- style falsetto notwithstand¬ 
ing, was brilliant in the central 
role, and young Gutierrez was 
flawless. The street chorus was 
filled with idiomatic, talented 
singers, and the larger chorus was 
wonderfully in tune with the spir¬ 
it of Bernstein’s vision. The young 
dancers looked like sweet and 
scrubbed versions of their hippie 
ancestors. 

That’s what Mass needs to be 
effective: a willingness to embrace 
the contradictions, genius and 
questionable taste of the late ’60s 
and early ’70s. Michael Morgan 
conveyed a faithful nostalgia, and 
injected some new life as well. 

High polish 

Oliver Knussen, at 52, is roughly 
Bernstein’s age when he wrote Mass. 
Their sensibilities are, however, as 
different as day and night. Where 
Bernstein rambles, experiments and 
allows for sloppiness, Knussen pol¬ 
ishes, pares down and submits 
works of sculptured concision.

A prodigy composer, he has 
written comparatively little, but 
manages to cover a lot of ground. 
MTT used the word “glittering” 
before he launched last week’s 
program at Davies Hall. It proved 
an apt description of Knussen’s 
thoughtful, beautiful and surpris¬ 


ingly genial music. 

The opening Music for a Pup¬ 
pet Court recalled Bernstein’s lik¬ 
ing for split orchestras, but the 
comparison ends there. Knussen’s 
deconstruction and variations on 
16th-century canons (1983) lasts 
only nine minutes, and accom¬ 
plishes its mission with an amaz¬ 
ing economy of means. 

Violinist Pinchas Zukerman 
was on hand for a blazing rendi¬ 
tion of Knussen’s recent (2002) 
Concerto that clocked in at 17 
minutes, proving again that brevi¬ 
ty is the soul of wit. Rumination, 
melody and interplay with the or¬ 
chestra were dashed off by Zuker¬ 
man with astonishing clarity. At 
such a terse length, I wouldn’t 
have minded an instant replay. 

Will Knussen’s ethos skip a 
generation? Will his kids write 
messy, all-inclusive pastiches like 
Bernstein? Probably, and there 
will also be more wars and cultur¬ 
al upheavals to address, too. Fasci¬ 
nating how artists of any age re¬ 
spond. T

M Ill hank God for gay audi- 
encessays Kate Mulgrew. 

1 Straight men between the 
ages of 18 and 50 are the toughest, 
she attests. 

Best known for her seven years 
as a Star Trek commander, Mul¬ 
grew is now playing Katharine 
Hepburn in the SF-bound Tea at 
Five. In the three years (off and 
on) she has been performing the 
solo show, she finds that a lot of 
gay men know their Hepburn. 

“I think gay men are absolute¬ 
ly so much smarter about Hep¬ 
burn and the women of that time, 
and they come armed with that 
knowledge,” Mulgrew said during 
a quick visit to the city prior to the 
June 2-19 run of Tea at Five at 
Marines Memorial Theatre. “1 
have to win their responsiveness.” 

Her long run as Capt. Kathryn 
Janeway on the Star Trek spinoff 
Voyager was coming to an end 
when the script for Tea at Five ar¬ 
rived in the mail. Although she 
didn’t know playwright Matthew 
Lombardo, Lombardo had written 
the play with Mulgrew in mind. 

“My best friend, who has since 
died, and the playwright were 
great pals, and one day they were 
watching me on Voyager, and he

said, ‘That woman should play 
Katharine Hepburn.’ And my 
friend said, ‘You write it, and I’ll 
get it to that woman.’ He had it 
finished in three days.” 

In Tea at Five, named for a 
Hepburn family ritual, Mulgrew, 
who is 50, plays the 31 -year-old 
Kate in the first act, and returns in 
the second as Hepburn at age 76. 

“The polarity is what is so 
compelling,” Mulgrew said. “The 
young Hepburn to me is not as in¬ 
teresting as the old one, but it’s 
fundamental to the success of Act 
II to introduce this agitated, dri¬ 
ven, witty, intelligent girl who feels 
her career is in jeopardy.” 

In the second act, Mulgrew 
said, we see the effects of a very 
conscious manipulation of image. 
“Had she taken just herself and 
had not fashioned herself into the 
Hepburn that we know, we might 
have been left with an interesting, 
okay actress, but not with this as¬ 
tounding creature whose legacy 
will never be forgotten. Nobody 
talks or walks or looks like that. 
All of that was studied until it be¬ 
came so natural that it was the 
identification.” 

The play has undergone 
changes at her behest since Mul¬ 
grew first performed it in 2002. 
“It’s had its evolution, believe me,” 
she said. “At first I had to come out 
in a bathing suit and change into 
some cocktail dress. It was outra¬ 
geous.” Now she’s in trousers. 

The content, too, has been fil¬ 
tered through Mulgrew’s dicta. “I 
have a law, and I’ve implemented 
it and it’s been honored,” she said. 
“There have to be three sources of 
verification for everything that 
comes out of my mouth. Except 
for chronology, which is difficult 
to honor. We flip around a little 
bit. But all the Spencer Tracy stuff, 
and some of it is tough, and all the 
stuff about her brother Tom who 
committed suicide, which is 
tough, it’s all true.” 

Out of the box 

Tea at Five came at exactly the 
right time for Mulgrew, who had 
grown publicly weary of the Voy¬ 
ager grind. “I read the play in my 
dressing room at Paramount, and 
I thought, what a perfect antidote 


to seven years in episodic televi¬ 
sion, to get out of the Delta Quad¬ 
rant and onto a proper stage.” 

Mulgrew was performing Tea 
at Five in New York when Hep¬ 
burn died in the summer of 2003. 
Asked if Hepburn’s death was in 
some fashion liberating for her 
performance, Mulgrew took a 
pause. “It certainly wasn’t crip¬ 
pling,” she said. “As someone who 
was once a Catholic, I’m supposed 
to be absolutely honest, so I sup¬ 
pose I’d have to say yes.” 

Mulgrew grew up, yes, Catholic, 
as one of eight children in 
Dubuque, Iowa. By age 12, she had 
made it her main goal to get out of 
Dubuque, Iowa. At 17, she was 
studying acting at NYU, and 
dropped out to become a full-time 
actress at 19. “I had great confi¬ 
dence as only the very young have,” 
she said. “And thank God, because 
you don’t have very much else 
going on when you’re that young.” 

But there was steady work on 
television, first in daytime soaps 
before landing several unlament¬ 
ed series. Mulgrew got married in 
the ’80s, had two children and di¬ 
vorced. She remarried in ’99 to 
Cleveland politician Tim Hagan, 
and she traveled throughout 
Ohio, often with the state’s 
Stonewall Democrats, to help in 
his unsuccessful gubernatorial run 
in 2002. 

She thought of making her pri¬ 
mary home in Cleveland, but she 
remains based in New York while 
she and Hagan maintain a com¬ 
muter marriage. But she was in 
fact in Cleveland when he suffered 
a massive heart attack last year, 
and she drove him to the hospital. 

“You readjust but you don’t 
bounce back from something like 
that,” she said. “He’s an extraordi¬ 
nary man, but I’m not going to 
nag him, and he’s going to live his 
life. We just got back from Spain 
and had a wonderful time. I want¬ 
ed so many things for so long, and 
now I count my blessings.” T

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Chinese American 
meets proud lesbian 

1 Saving Face' bridges gap between cultures

% :> a, I love you, and I’m gay.” 

“How can you say 
1 those two things at once?” 

A young Chinese American 
woman, caught between the suf¬ 
focating comfort zone of a subur¬ 
ban ethnic enclave and the fast- 
paced Manhattan world of lesbian 
love, spends a whole movie mak¬ 
ing great use of her MTA Metro 
Pass juggling the competing de¬ 
mands of the women in her life. 

Saving Face is the film that Bay 
Area native Alice Wu dreamed of 
making when she quit her cozy 
software job and embarked on a 
“five-year plan” to complete her 
first feature. 

“For the first four years, every¬ 
one said, ‘I really like this script, 
but you’re never going to get this 
made. It’s Asian American, it’s les¬ 
bian, it’s half in Mandarin.’ And 
sometimes people would be inter¬ 
ested, but only if I would change a 
really critical part. ‘Could you 
make it Latino? Latino’s really big 
now.’ And somebody actually 
wanted Reese Witherspoon to play 
the daughter, and Ellen Burstyn to 
play the mother. But I couldn’t do 
it.” 

Wu jokes that she rejected so 
many would-be producers that 
“the only people left were ones 
who agreed with me and had ac¬ 
cess to financing.” Saving Face w as 
green-lighted by a Chinese Amer¬ 
ican executive, Teddy Zee, em¬ 
ployed by actor Will Smith. 

Language, not lesbianism, was 
the real deal-breaker with most 
money people. “That was never 
negotiable. Because there’s noth¬ 
ing more irritating to me than 
when I’m watching something 
that feels inauthentic. And there’s 
just no way that those people in 
Flushing, Queens would all be 
speaking English to each other. 
You can’t get more specific than 
this small community in Queens, 
a character’s who’s a doctor who’s 
also a lesbian, yet people keep 
telling me that this reminds them 
of their Irish or their Jewish fam¬ 
ily” 

Wu says that language was a 
factor in the casting, and she 
chose Michelle Krusiec for the as¬ 
similated but still-closeted daugh¬ 
ter even though Krusiec could 
only speak Mandarin phonetical¬ 
ly. Krusiec’s Wilhelmina Pang, or 
Wil, is a surgeon just starting her 
residency who is also embarking 
on a hot girl affair when her still 
very attractive mother^ (veteran 
Chinese filmmaker Joan Chen) 
shows up on her doorstop unmar¬ 
ried, pregnant and very much in 
disgrace. 

Joan Chen jokes that Wu con¬ 
sidered her too youthful to play 
the mother. The moments when 
she started bonding with Krusiec, 
setting up their daughter/mother 
roles watching Chinese-TV soap 
operas, occurred over delicious 
meals, particularly spareribs. 

Krusiec says she was extremely 
intimidated at first with the 
prospect of working with an actor 
of Chen’s stature (The Last Emper¬ 
or ,; Stanley Kwan’s Red Rose, White 
Rose), but the real issue was 
whether her Mandarin could be 
brought up to speed so she could 
react to the mother’s Chinese-lan- 
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American idolatry

This is not the era of 
E.M. Forster’s Maurice, nor the set 
of Merchant/Ivory’s Remains of 
the Day. When two men spend 40 
years together and the obituaries 
read “Merchant never married,” 
the reader is left with the impres¬ 
sion of a life only partially lived. 
But Merchant and Ivory lived in 
the same apartment building for 
40 years. Merchant repeatedly re¬

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With a saucy cast that includes the 
talented D.J. Quals (skinniest 
white boy on the planet), Brewer 
is out to illustrate something a 
very proper Memphis lady once 
told him about the letters in the 
grand old city’s name. “Making 
Easy Money Pimping Hoes in 
Style.” 

Caterina in the City Sergio 
Castellitto plays an ineffectual 
bully father who quits his small¬ 
town teaching job to expose his 
reluctant daughter to the benefits 
of life in the big city, Rome. The 
daughter finds herself in a social 
war between rival schoolgirl 
cliques. Director Paolo Virzi bal¬ 
ances the twin stories of the fa¬ 
ther’s humiliation by his social 
betters with his daughter’s fate at 
the hands of a spoiled rich boy. A 
neat subplot has the daughter 
spied on by a camera-wielding 
cute boy with better intentions. 

Cinderella Man Queer film buffs 
who turn their noses up at hetero 
male blood sports should say 12 
“Hail Mary’s” for this sublimely 
sentimental but genuinely moving 
tale of a once-forgotten Irish 
boxer turned dockworker. Russell 
Crowe, as James J. Braddock, and 
director Ron Howard spend more 
than half the picture filling us in 
on the gritty realities of a fighter, 
once the toast of Broadway, who 
finds himself unable to pay the 
light bill. The film frames very 
brutal fights along Braddock’s 
comeback trail with snapshots of 
Depression-era America. While 
Crowe and Howard may miss out 
on the Oscars won by Million Dol¬ 
lar Baby, look for a serious bid by 
supporting actor Paul Giamatti as 
Braddock’s fairy godmother-like 
Jewish trainer. ▼

Sex, Politics and Cocktails A 

hilarious satire of LA dating ritu¬ 
als. First-time filmmaker Lazo 
Hernandez uses the gossipy, di¬ 
gressive style of recent good gay 
comedies to poke fun at the way 
some trendy singles (of all persua¬ 
sions) have practically invented 
live-in relationships. With pit 
stops of bossy bottoms, speed¬ 
dating and women with strap- 
ons, the film establishes the true 
desperation of youngish unat¬ 
tached people before posing its 
own specific solutions. 


Happy Endings One has high 
hopes for this multigenerational 
comedy from Don Roos, creator 
of ’90s queer satire The Opposite 
of Sex. A very promising synopsis 
has Lisa Kudrow as a middle-aged 
woman dreading meeting a child 
she gave up for adoption, and 
Maggie Gyllenhaal as a young 
woman simultaneously involved 
with a rich widower (Tom 
Arnold) and his gay son. 


Yes Sally Potter (Orlando) gives us 
scenes from a bad marriage. Joan 
Allen is an American scientist 
who’s cheating on her proper 
British hubby (Sam Neil) with a 
Middle Eastern chief. Simon 
Abkarian steals the movie with a 
nuanced portrait of a man trapped 
between the best and worst of both 
cultures. Some beautiful rants 
flesh out a very grown-up view of 
life, death and love. 


Tropical Malady Two sexy Thai 
men, a soldier (Banlop Lomnoi) 
and a country boy (Sakda Kaew- 
buadee), find their love affair be¬ 
coming a tad too intense in a 


drama from director Apichatpong 
Weerasethakul. The director plays 
with the notion that one of the 
lovers may or may not exist. Call¬ 
ing the film his “sorrow box,” the 
director confesses a fascination for 
its jungle setting and for pushing 
the audience’s tolerance for dimly- 
lit jungle images and a complex 
ambient soundtrack. 

Me and You and Everyone We 
Know Writer/director Miranda 
July plays Christine, an artist 
working as an Eldercab driver. 
Christine is smitten by Richard 
(John Hawkes), a down-in-the- 
heels shoe salesman who is trying 
to raise two beautiful mixed-race 
sons himself. The film, suffused 
with a queer sensibility minus any 
overt homosexuality, manages to 
master that special territory of the 
novel: getting inside the heads of 
more than half-a-dozen charac¬ 
ters without intrusive narration. 

Wild Side Transsexual rent girl 
Sylvie meets North African hustler 
Jamel, and the duo form a menage 
with Mikhail, an undocumented 
Russian worker. The queer fire¬ 
works come courtesy of writer/di¬ 
rector Sebastien Lifshitz. 

Guys and Balls In Sherry Hor- 
man’s athletic comedy, after a gay 
baker is kicked off the local soccer 
team in Dortmund, Germany, he 
sets out to organize an all-queer 
squad to exact revenge on his old 
mates. 

The Edukators German film fans 
now have their own Gael-like hot- 
tie, with acting chops to boot. 
Daniel Bruhl heads up a charis¬ 
matic ensemble in this caper with 


comic pacing, about a youthful 
trio out to resurrect the romantic 
“innocence” of post-war student 
anarchism. An idealistic young 
girl (Julia Jentsch) is torn between 
passions for both of her humpy 
accomplices (Bruhl and Stipe 
Erceg) in a joy-riding series of 
break-ins on middle-class villas. 
Austrian-born Hans Weingartner 
employs Dogme film aesthetics to 
complement a Jules and Jim ro¬ 
mantic sensibility. There’s irony, 
passion and surprises galore in the 
showdown between the young 
rebels and a middle-aged busi¬ 
nessman they’ve abducted. 


Hustle and Flow Craig Brewer’s 
film details the midlife crisis of a 
Memphis pimp who turns his 
shotgun house into a recording 
studio. Brewer got a big assist 
when director John Singleton 
godfathered the project. A Sun¬ 
dance bidding war ended with the 
picture sold for arcool $9 million.

11 Ismail Merchant

smail Merchant, film produc¬ 
er, writer, director, chef and 
bon vivant, died in London 
last week after a short illness. He 
was 68. The casual moviegoer may 
not recognize the name, but 
everybody knows about “Mer¬ 
chant Ivory,” a nasty catch-phrase 
for the uninformed and unfair 
opinion that Merchant and his 
partner, film director James Ivory, 
produced only decorative, soft- 
centered period costume dramas 
in the 44 films they made collec¬ 
tively since becoming “Merchant 
Ivory Productions” in 1961. 

Merchant, who was born in 
Bombay, the center of the Indian 
film industry — hence the nick¬ 
name “Bollywood” — was capti¬ 
vated by movies at an early age. A 
restless kid, he dropped out of 
school while trying to “make it” in 
movies. Eventually he ended up at 
New York University, where he 
took a Masters in business and 
met Ivory, a film buff from Kla¬ 
math Falls, Oregon. They became 
personal and professional part¬ 
ners, founding Merchant Ivory 
with the German-born writer 
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Born in Bollywood, loved movies. 

Ruth Prawer Jhabvala. From all 
evidence, theirs was a successful 
relationship of opposites. Ivory is 
a quiet, distant intellectual, while 
Merchant was a vibrant, ebullient 
con man with a humanitarian 
streak. 

Their first feature, The House¬ 
holder, was made in India in 1963, 
but it was their next film, Shake¬ 
speare Wallah (’65), that put them 
on the map. It’s a tender but 
sharply satirical look at a down- 
af-the-heels British drama troupe 
barnstorming India with the Bard. 
It made an international star of 
the impossibly handsome Shashi 
Kapoor, and for some (this writer 
included) remains the most hon¬ 
est and appealing of all Merchant 
Ivory films. 

With Merchant scrounging fi¬ 
nancing (and cooking fabulous 
meals on a shoestring for casts 
and co-workers). Ivory directed a 
series of movies written by Jhab¬ 
vala that made Merchant Ivory fa¬ 
mous and garnered them 31 
Oscar nominations. Some of my 
favorites include Heat and Dust 
(’84), Kapoor again, now middle- 
aged, fumbling with Greta Scac- 
chi’s underwear in one of the fun¬ 
niest yet most erotic scenes in 
film; Room with a View (’86), the 
gay reverend Simon Callow can¬ 
nonballing naked into a bucolic 
stream; Remains of the Day (’93), 
Anthony Hopkins and Emma 
Thompson in breathtaking form; 
and the off-beat A Soldier’s 
Daughter Never Cries (’98). 


Gay affair 

Yes, there are also some tin¬ 
eared clankers, notably Jefferson in 
Paris, Surviving Picasso and Le Di¬ 
vorce, but it doesn’t hurt to re¬ 
member that even a demonstrably 
great director like John Huston 
made Annie and The Barbarian 
and the Geisha. Of more interest is 
Maurice (pronounced “Morris”), 
the 1987 film version of E.M. 
Forster’s suppressed, gay-themed 
1914 novel. It stars James Wilby as 
Maurice and Hugh Grant as Clive, 
his feckless lover, a handsome 
young man whose character does 
not equal his looks. Good acting is 
a characteristic of Merchant Ivory 
films, and here, when Clive rejects 
real love in favor of society-ap¬ 
proved marriage, we realize from 
just a few painful facial expres¬ 
sions how miserable this man is 
going to be. 

Merchant was not content to 
raise money for films, write cook¬ 
books and feed armies of friends 
and co-workers. He also wanted to 
direct. He eventually made four 
features, starting with his 1994 
debut, In Custody, an improbable 
comedy about whether Urdu or 
Hindi was the most suitable offi¬ 
cial language for poetry. This is ac¬ 
tually an ongoing debate in India, 
but before your eyes glaze over, In 
Custody, starring Kapoor again, 
now as a fat, old man, is simply 
one of the drollest literary movies 
I’ve ever seen. 

His other great film, the most 
powerful of all Merchant Ivory 
movies, is Cotton Mary (2000), 
starring the sublime Madhur Jaf- 
frey (who was Kapoor’s mother in 
Heat and Dust). As an Anglo-In¬ 
dian nurse nostalgic for “the old 
days” and apparently unaware that 
the British look down on her as a 
“half-breed,” Mary ingratiates 
herself into an Anglo household 
(Greta Schacci again), where she 
wreaks havoc on herself and the 
British family. The saddest part is 
that Mary thinks she is doing 
“good.” Whenever I read the 
“Merchant Ivory” sneer (someone 
on Amazon.com recently referred 
to Merchant Ivory films as “chick 
flicks”), I want to stuff a video of 
Cotton Mary down their gullet. Is¬ 
mail, we will miss you. ▼

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family.” 

Forgive us, but if the cameras 
can pan to the gorgeous Portia di 
Rossi planting a kiss on her part¬ 
ner Ellen at the Emmys, why isn’t 
it possible to include the partner 
of a distinguished filmmaker in 
his obituary?

For what seems like several life¬ 
times, Tom Cruise has been fight¬ 
ing the gay label. His 11 -year mar¬ 
riage to Nicole Kidman, and their 
two children, did not quell the ru¬ 
mors. Nor did his oddly passion¬ 
less relationship with actress Pene¬ 
lope Cruz. At one point, Cruise 
sued a tabloid for stating he was 
queer and won a sizable settle¬ 
ment, which he gave to charity. 

Enter Katie Holmes {Joey, 
Dawson’s Creek). Holmes, sweet. 


gorgeous and a mere 26 to Cruise’s 
41, is the actor’s new obsession. In 
Howard Hughes fashion, he ac¬ 
quired her by calling her up, invit¬ 
ing her over on the pretense of 
wanting to discuss some film pro¬ 
ject, and it’s been Roman Holiday 
ever since. Last week, he spent a 
full hour on Oprah gushing like a 
little girl about his adoration for 
Holmes. Even Oprah seemed non¬ 
plussed, and nothing fazes her. 

Those who know Cruise have 
stated off the record for years that 
the issue isn’t that he’s gay, but 
that he’s asexual. Holmes seems to 
have flipped his switch from off to 
on, or he’s found the tall girl (she’s 
got a few inches on him) of his 
dreams. 

Or, as Jimmy Kimmel opined on 
his May 27 show, “Cruise has been 
on a 48-hour ‘I’m straight-a-thon’ 
talking about Katie Holmes.” We 
witnessed Cruise and Holmes 
mouthing I-love-you’s to each 
other on Oprah, just like two kids 
on the Creek.

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Divine diva madness 

Behind the making of the film 
'Hush ... Hush, SweetCharlotte'

he filming of Hush ... Hush, 
Sweet Charlotte (’64), the 
Southern Gothic melodra¬ 
ma that inspired the drag take-off 
now at the Loraine Hansberry 
Theatre, Hush Up, Sweet Charlotte, 
was crazier than anything in the 
actual movie. Charlotte was origi¬ 
nally planned as a re-teaming of 
Joan Crawford and Bette Davis, 
following their unexpected box- 
office success in Whatever Hap¬ 
pened to Baby Jane? (’62). Craw¬ 
ford was cast as stylish, treacher¬ 
ous Miriam out to defraud her ec¬ 
centric, haunted cousin Charlotte 
(Davis), whose lover had been 
murdered years earlier. Tired of 
Davis’s hostility, however, Craw¬ 
ford withdrew under circum¬ 
stances suggestive of an old B-pic- 
ture. Olivia de Havilland replaced 
her. 

The Crawford-Davis rivalry 
exploded while making Charlotte, 
but as Shaun Considine shows in 
his juicy, out-of-print tome Bette 
aryd Joan: The Divine Feud, it had 
simmered for decades. Davis 
(1908-89) arrived in Hollywood 
in ’31 after some Broadway suc¬ 
cesses, but wasn’t considered sexy 
enough for movie stardom in a 
glamour-obsessed era. She proved 
skeptics wrong, and by ’34 was a 
star at Warners, insisting she was 
a serious actress, not a glamour 
queen. The epitome of Hollywood 
glamour and the object of Davis’ 
scorn was Crawford (1904-77), 
MGM’s biggest female draw from 
1930-36, and a star since silent 
movies. 

In ’35, Davis’ resentment be¬ 
came personal. While* making 
Dangerous, which earned her an 
Oscar, she fell in love with co-star 
Franchot Tone, scion of a wealthy 
New York family and founding 
member of the Group Theatre. 
But when filming ended, he mar¬ 
ried Crawford. 

In the late ’30s, Crawford’s 
popularity waned while Davis’ 
soared. She won a second Oscar 
for Jezebel (’38), while Crawford 
was labeled box-office poison. The 
Women (’39) and A Womans Face 
(’41) were hits, but in ’43, after 18 
years, Crawford left MGM for 
Warners, where Davis reigned 
supreme. Davis resisted Craw¬ 
ford’s friendly overtures, suggest¬ 
ing there was a touch of lesbian¬ 
ism in them. When Davis passed 
on Mildred Pierce (’45), Crawford 
grabbed it, winning an Academy 
Award. Davis’ popularity now 
dipped while Crawford’s rose. 
After making the camp classic Be¬ 
yond the Forest (’49), Davis left 
Warners. Crawford had replaced 
her as Queen of the Lot. 

All About Eve (’50) briefly res¬ 
urrected Davis’ career, but none of 
her subsequent films during the 
decade did well, although she 
mercilessly satirized Crawford in 
The Star (’52). Crawford left 
Warners to triumph with Sudden 
Fear (’52), but had no other hits in 
the ’50s. She had long sought a ve¬ 
hicle for them, and suggested a 
movie version of Henry Farrell’s 
novel Whatever Happened to Baby 
Jane? to director Robert Aldrich. 

In ’61, Davis was on Broadway in 
Tennessee Williams’ Night of the 
Iguana, unhappy because co-star 
Margaret Leighton had eclipsed 
her. Crawford visited her back- 
stage, giving her a copy of Jane. 


The stars denied feuding, and 
Crawford claimed that Davis, in 
the title role, naturally got first 
billing. But Davis worked hard to 
upstage her rival and remained in¬ 
different, sometimes rude, to 
Crawford’s attempts at collegiali- 
ty. She found Crawford’s gra¬ 
ciousness “phony,” and ridiculed 
her obsession with glamour. Davis 
earned an Oscar nomination for 
Jane, but Crawford didn’t. While 
Davis actively campaigned for the 
award, Crawford volunteered to 
accept the prize for the other 
nominees not attending the cere¬ 
mony. When Anne Bancroft won, 
Crawford gleefully received the 
Oscar for her and, according to 
Time, “was the triumph of the 
evening.” Veteran gossip colum¬ 
nist Hedda Hopper wrote, “I was 
rooting for Bette, but no one is 
better at giving or stealing a show 
than Joan Crawford.” Davis was 
further infuriated because Craw¬ 
ford made more money from Jane 
than she did, having accepted a 
smaller salary but a larger per¬ 
centage of the profits. 

Fighting for top 

Aldrich had Farrell write Char¬ 
lotte for the divas, and Davis 
agreed to star - sans Crawford. 
Without Crawford, however, no 
studio would adequately finance 
the picture, so Davis reluctantly 
authorized Aldrich to approach 
her nemesis. Despite reservations, 
Crawford consented, provided she 
got top billing. A ballistic Davis 
had to accept alphabetical listing 
of their names. Crawford knew 
most people would simply see her 
name first. 

During location-shooting in 
Louisiana, Davis plotted her re¬ 
venge. When Crawford arrived, 
she found Davis had been there for 
several days, befriending the crew 
and cast, including Joseph Cotton, 
Agnes Moorehead, Mary Astor, 
and Bruce Dern. She excluded 
Crawford from her social gather¬ 
ing while inviting everyone else. 
Crawford, drinking heavily, feeling 


isolated, feared Davis’ Grand Guig- 
nol act would again outshine her. 
Furthermore, Davis openly 
ridiculed her performance. Craw¬ 
ford wouldn’t respond, but com¬ 
plained privately to Aldrich — 
whom she felt was on Davis’ side. 
When filming resumed in Holly¬ 
wood, Crawford suddenly was 
hospitalized with vague ailments. 
She told Hopper she was “improv¬ 
ing” the script — expanding her 
role — while bedridden. Back on 
the set, she found most of her re¬ 
quested changes had been reject¬ 
ed. She was re-hospitalized with a 
“rare” respiratory infection. Re¬ 
leased from the hospital, she re¬ 
turned to her apartment. At Davis’ 
insistence, private detectives staked 
out the building, but Crawford 
eluded them, further angering her 
rival. Her continued “illness” de¬ 
layed production so long that 
Aldrich sought a replacement. 

First choice Katharine Hep¬ 
burn never responded to the offer. 
Vivien Leigh declined. “I can just 
about stand looking at Joan Craw¬ 
ford’s face at six o’clock in the 
morning, but not Bette Davis.” 
Furious, Davis insisted the “very 
British Miss Leigh” couldn’t play a 
Southerner, ignoring Leigh’s Os¬ 
cars for Scarlett O’Hara and 
Blanche duBois. Finally, Davis’ old 
friend de Havilland agreed to play 
Miriam. Davis informed the press 
before Aldrich told a re-hospital¬ 
ized Crawford, who heard it on 
the radio. Wearing a Christian 
Dior nightgown and a sapphire 
necklace, she told reporters, “I’m 
glad for Olivia. She could use the 
work.” 

Initially delighted, Davis was 
disappointed at not getting anoth¬ 
er Oscar nod. Ironically, given 
Crawford’s fears, de Havilland’s 
silky villainess stole the movie. 
Charlotte wasn’t as successful as 
Jane, and Davis didn’t participate 
in the ’64 Oscar ceremony. But a 
recovered, radiant Crawford pre¬ 
sented the Best Director award to 
her friend, the openly gay George 
Cukor, for My Fair Lady. ▼

Close encounters 

A couple of weeks ago I ran into Spencer Day, literally, as he 
was out grabbing a sandwich at a local deli. Graciously, he 
invited me into the recording studio where he was in the 
process of making an album. 

There in that temple/sanctu¬ 
ary to musical creativity, Day 
was orchestrating a take for 
one of his numbers, featuring 
the fabulous Turtle Island 
String Quartet, one of the top 
names in the business. As 
producers and techies buzzed 
about, Day presided over all, 
munching his sandwich, ad¬ 
miring the musicians, letting 
me know he was on a roll, ca¬ 
reer-wise. He’s the toast of 
San Francisco, right now, 
with the whole world at his 
feet. Of course he’s presently 
putting on a show at New 
Conservatory Theatre Cen¬ 
ter along with his Crimson 
Club mates. In a brilliant 
move for all involved, the 
musical romp is directed 
cabaret legend Richard 
“Scrumbly” Koldewyn of Cockettes fame and beyond. Please 
note: This is an historic move. Scrumbly has been a major force in 
queer cabaret since back in the 1970s. He qualifies as a living leg¬ 
end. He now joins with the newest, most exciting force in cabaret, 
the Crimson Club gang, who in so many ways resemble the Cock¬ 
ettes of yore, but with a less hippy demeanor. They’re more up¬ 
town. Spencer described the show to me as “light fare,” but in his 
hands, even the lightest material sparkles. I’m a huge fan of the 
Crimson Club, having been at The Stud right from the start, when 
Day first made an impact on our psyches. Why do I never tire of 
saying this? Because it’s been an amazing journey! I marvel at each 
new gig they produce. The Crimson Club line-up has changed 
many times (remember Trixxie Carr?), but the man with real stay¬ 
ing power is Brian Knecht, Day’s long-time friend, who’s been 
shaping up for some time as a sleek, top-hat-and-tails performer 
with a twinkle in his eye. He’s sly and witty and brings out the best 
in Day. Then there’s Gerri Lawlor, who since joining the Crimson 
Club a year or two ago has been the center of attention, grabbing 
huge laughs with her remarkable distorted facial expressions and 
body language, coupled with a devastating sense of comic timing. 

Another must-see show is the return of Varla Jean Merman 
together with Matthew Martin in Hush Up, Sweet Charlotte, 
opening at Lorraine Hansberry Theatre. I was fortunate to be in 
the audience when producer Steve Murray previewed the act dur¬ 
ing Viva Variety 47, which as always was a smash hit with the audi¬ 
ence. These grand ladies are going to have you doubling over with 
hysterics! Their superstar status is well deserved. In fact, the drag 
divas were up against stiff competition in Murray’s latest showcase, 
where fortunately everyone shined magnificently, including comic 
cabaret chanteuse Miss Peggy Judy; the flappers/women’s prison 
inmates of the wildly wonderfril Diamond Daggers dance troupe; 
the wonderfully earthy, wry, right-on comic Aundre the Won- 
derwoman; the great crooner Bill Cooper, accompanied by pi¬ 
anist Barry Lloyd, doing a grand “I’m Alive!”; and that down- 
home banjo-pickin’, fiddlin’, foot-stompin’ bluegrass group the 
Mercury Dimes, who made everyone feel they were out in the 
country husking pigs and milking corn, or whatever. 

It’s going to be a great Pride season! All this and much, much 
more is heading your way. Our town is on a roll! ▼

P orn stars Tyson Cane and 
Enrico Vega began their 
production company with 
the best intentions. “I want to 
make videos that represent what 
real America looks like,” Cane 
said. “It’s brown, it’s black, and it’s 
multicultural.” In other words, 
their videos would represent men 
like themselves, emphasizing 
black and Latin casts. Their first 
video, Manhattan Fantasies, was 
released last year and was good 
enough to earn a GAYVNAwards 
nomination for Best Ethnic Video. 
While the All Worlds Video Rev¬ 
olution Sexual took the award, this 
big-budget costume epic about 
Pancho Villa admittedly posed 
sweeping competition for the no- 
dollars, first-time effort of 
Tyson and Vega. They had 
little else to offer beside 
earnest intentions and a 
fairly good-looking cast. 

These guys are neither 
the ghetto-styled thugz 
of smaller companies 
nor the upwardly mo¬ 
bile, assim¬ 
ilated men 
of larger 
companies. 

The Tyson/Vega crew is obviously 
full of inner-city guys. They aren’t 
sporting gangland bandannas and 
other class-denoting props, but 
they are a rougher, funkier brand 
of ethnic — very New York City. 

Tyson and Vega gave their first 
effort a boost by appearing in it. 
The handsome and smooth¬ 
skinned Tyson appears in a flip- 
flop fuck with Sergio Anthony, 
and Vega’s in a hearty threeway 
with a cropped-headed fucker and 
a smooth, cherubic Caucasian kid. 
Vega caps the scene’s three-man 
chain-fuck with a true star’s 
mighty orgasm that leaves his 
nose, mouth and chin draped 
with his cum. The movie also of¬ 
fered mix-ups with variously 
paired black and Latino couples. 
A dark-skinned couple lead off. 
Lean James Waters has a big, cut 
and handsome nightstick of a 
cock, which he wields over a corn- 
rowed and cornholed Joseph 
Sprint, who cums like someone 
has turned on a hose. Chocolate¬ 
skinned and impressively built big 
guy Ishea King is topped by a 
horny little Latino fucker, Manny 



Ortiz. Then another masculine, 
handsomely goateed young Lati¬ 
no named Joey Green enjoys a 
self-pleasuring reverie with a 
dildo. He holds it adroitly in place 
with the heel of his foot, 
while grinding his ass 
down on it with ro¬ 
tary relish. 

When Green’s 
» done, there’s a fabu¬ 
lous shot of the dildo 
beginning to slither 
out of his ass like a snake, 
but it’s 
unfortu¬ 
nately 
abruptly 
cut off. This is typical of much of 
the movie’s editing, which, like the 
lighting and sound recording, 
lacks the polish that experience 
brings. This first-time effort is 
good, but still at the upper end of 
the amateur category. 

Bland stand 

There’s a world of difference 
between Manhattan Fantasies and 
the new OhBoyEscorts.com. Why is 
this movie so much the inferior of 
its predecessor? It should be noted 
that it’s not from Tyson-Vega 
Videos, but from Tyson Cane 
Videos. The first movie was pro¬ 
duced, written and directed by 
Cane and Vega, while the second 
is a solo effort for Cane. If Vega’s 
contributions were the key ele¬ 
ment they seem to be, they are 
sorely missed. The plot, about the 
inner machinations of an escort 
service, begins garbled and ends 
incomprehensible, and isn’t 
helped by inadequate sound 
recording and hapless acting. 
Cane’s videography and editing 
for the first feature were merely 
acceptable, but have worsened 



here. None of the encounters are 
particularly well-staged for the 
camera, with several incidents of 
cleanly caught insertion shots 
standing out for being singular 
events. Even the music has de¬ 
clined in quality, from an ambient 
chill-out to bland mucilage. 

Still, there is Cane’s promised 
mix of racial types. Dimitri Santia¬ 
go is paired with an eager 5 ft.-5 in. 
cupcake named Igor. Lugi’s pasti¬ 
ness is offset by his shaved crotch 
and big, upturned cock, and coun¬ 
tered by the mechanical way he re¬ 
cites lines like, “Oh, what a big cock 
you have,” as he gets unceremoni¬ 
ously fucked by Manny Ortiz. 

The Latino-oriented first half 
of the film yields to the second 
half’s black men. Box-cover men 
Kayne East and Merrick Barraje 
are dark-skinned, attractive and 
sultry. They’re hustled through 
their suck into a high-energy fuck 
that’s emphatic and long, but 
choppy. It finally arrives at a good 
Reverse Cowboy that gratefully 
lets us appreciate Kayne’s long 
cock thrusting sharply upward just 
above the cheek-splitting insertion 
of Merrick’s wide tool. Kayne gal¬ 
lops on that thing so brusquely 
you’d think his own flapping cock 
would just crack off. I’m confused 
about just who is making out in 
the last scene, but it features a 
most impressive cock — a black 
man’s edition of Andy Hunter’s 
long and slender flesh fuselage — 
which plugs sharp enough into its 
recipient to produce a propulsive, 
copious orgasm. With more sensi¬ 
tive direction and editing, both 
these couplings could have had 
something to offer. The guys are 
ready for prime time, even if the 
movie they’re in isn’t, www.tyson-

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guage rants. 

Wu eventually solved the lan¬ 
guage barrier and added comic 
zest to the film by having the 
mother speak Mandarin and Wil 
reply in English. The multilingual 
scenes are especially funny when 
there’s a third party present. Wil’s 
black gay neighbor and her Eng¬ 
lish-speaking Chinese girlfriend 
are clueless when they’re the butt 
of the mother’s jokes. 

Out in Silicon Valley 

Wu’s Silicon Valley childhood 
was happy, she was close to her 
mom, but the very intimacy of 
their bond caused her great guilt 
as she struggled to come out. “By 
coming out, it was like I was slap¬ 
ping my entire heritage in the face. 
It was going to have gigantic emo¬ 
tional ramifications for my par¬ 
ents. When I moved to Seattle, I 
was a lot more out, because, hell, 
no one there knew who I was. I 
felt more free to be me.” 

In Seattle, Wu co-founded a 
group for Asian lesbian and bisex¬ 
ual women, but as out as she was 
in the Northwest, she still felt a 
need to come clean with her 
mother. “This is the first time that 
most of my mom’s friends are 
going to have any idea that I’m 
gay. I won’t lie to you, it’s kind of a 
weird feeling, but I’m more wor¬ 


ried about what that would mean 
for my mother.” 

The core of Saving Face is a 
delicate daughter/mother dance 
around how the daughter’s homo¬ 
sexuality is going to affect and 
possibly free both of them. “Up ’til 
then, my mom had told herself 
that she was living so that I could 
have a better life, but if I’m sud¬ 
denly going to be gay, on some 
level there’s a part of her that’s 
like, ‘Well, why should I be up¬ 
holding a charade that’s entirely 
for you.’” 

In many ways, her film is a re¬ 
buttal to social commefttators 
who argue that the Chinese com¬ 
munity is too conservative and 
too family-orientated ever to be 
comfortable with the queer lives 
open to their children in America. 
“Who would decide, ‘I so want to 
be in a group that would be so 
persecuted.’ It’s only if you’re ever 
been in love with someone that, 
for that feeling, it makes sense.” 

Wu gives Chen’s middle-aged, 
pregnant mother character a big 
conflict with her own father. “The 
mother actually rebels first by 
choosing not to get rid of the 
child, staying with Wil rather than 
marrying the man the grandfather 
wants her to marry. She’s silently 
rebelling, and I think in a weird 
way that gives Wil the space to 
start to rebel herself a little more. 
This film is the journey that the 
mother takes to better understand 
her daughter’s heart, as they es¬ 


sentially go through puberty to¬ 
gether. Wil tries to save her moth¬ 
er at the wedding arranged by the 
grandfather, and her gesture to do 
that releases her mother in a way.” 

Wu’s other big challenge was to 
resist persistent pressure from the 
money people to give Wil’s girl¬ 
friend, Vivian, a race change. After 
all, Ang Lee made a powerful in¬ 
terracial comedy, The Wedding 
Banquet, where a Chinese immi¬ 
grant hides his white American 
boyfriend from his Taiwanese par¬ 
ents by having a phony green-card 
marriage with a Chinese woman. 
“This came up a lot like, ‘Can we 
make Vivian white, maybe we can 
get a star.’ I mean, no, we couldn’t, 
because then we’d have to deal 
with the issue of race as well. Vi¬ 
vian’s parents don’t actually care 
that she’s gay, they’re more con¬ 
cerned that she stay in ballet. I 
wanted to show that not all Chi¬ 
nese parents think, ‘If you’re gay, 
we’re going to reject you.’” 

New York City’s transit system 
is a key character in Saving Face. I 
was especially excited by the au¬ 
dacity of Wu’s shooting a crucial 
late-film mother/daughter scene in 
the back of a very noisy NYC bus. 

“At that point, it’s so giddy 
with them running out of the 
church, I just needed something 
that would pop it over the top for 
us to get to that serious place. To 
me, it’s just amusing. It’s like The 
Graduate, only with Chinese peo¬ 
ple.” Opens Friday. T
